i HE Turkish Ambassador colled upon me today, lie informed me of the great 
desire of Lhe Sultan to remove every obstacle that could impede thu renewal of the friendly 
relations which lie had formerly had with England, and, among others, lie was mmous to 
put an end to the difficulty which existed about Egypt, and he proposed to enter upon 
eonfuliftd.ml communications with mu ou that subject. 

I replied ihut I feared the ditiicnltlcs wore very great I reminded him of the failure 
ol the negotiations winch bad taken place nine years ago when an arrangement had been 
ctrnie to winch was sanctioned by Mix Impcrinl Majesty,, and which would have settled the 
dhikolty sis between Uni Ottoman Empire and England. Under the pressure, however, of 
same advice with which I wan never oilRiirlly ficquainLed, His Majesty bad refused to 
ratify ihc Tranty. Since Unit time the situation had become much less favourable tor siu 
arrangement. Public opinion in this country was considerably modi Red, aud the exertions 
which hail been made to restore Jhe order and prosperity of Egypt, had made tLe English 
people unwilling to retire from the tusk they had undertaken until it was quite complete. 
Any abandonment of her lash by England must Involve the substitution of some other 
influence for that which she now exercised in the (sourttry. I did oat think, nor would it 
k thought hi thL country, that the Sultan was in a position to undertake the duty, nor 
llmt the result* of such n transfer would he in any wav satisfeetmy. To entrust the 
arduous duty of independent government to the Khedive would only end in hopeless 
disturbance. International government I aid never been a success, and we should hardly 
be disposed to maku way for any other European nation. 

I said Unit I made these observations in order to impress upon his Excellency how 
difficult l thought the negotiatimi upon which he was entering, but if he would put bis 
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proposals in writing, they should have from me ami from my colleagues, the moat careful 

consideration* , . , L . 

He expressed to me the wish oi his Goverwuifint that (hesc negotiations should he 

entirely confidential. i promised that any statement he made should not be commtini* 

cated to any one except Her Majesty and Her Mpeaty’s servants,

For reasons which 6 have frequently explained on previous occasions, the- conversion 
economies eunnrrt be touched. They must, in fact, bo regarded us a sinking fund rather 
than in any other light. This is, without doubt, to he regretted, for, as u mutter of 
finance, I believe it would bo desirable, for the next few years at all events, to apply the 
surplus lo the development of the country rather than to the extinction of debt. The 
result of (he present system is that progress will tic some wind retarded. Nevertheless, 
considered exclusively on its own merits, the extinction of debt is unquestionably a 
desirable object lo attain. When it is remembered ■ (I) that the sinking fund of the 5 per 
Oorsi. < hmruntecd Loan amounted to about 67,009/. i n island that it wilt steadily increase 
in future years j (3) that further sulci* of Domains and Diri'm lauds arc ui lie anticipated 
in llm future ■ mid {3) (hat the conversion economies arc now accumulating at the rate 
of some 400,9001. a-year at compound interest, it will readily be understood that, if the 
system now at work continues to operate mi cheeked for a lev, years longer, a very 
sensible impression will in-lore long be made on Lhe tidal amount of the Egypt inn debt.

Tiu' Land Tax. 

1 mentioned in my Report of lust year that, altluuigh (lie land tax ut its present 
moment doe* not in the aggregate constitute an unduly heavy burden on the country, it 
was none the Iorh true that the incidence of the tux, as at present assessed, h very 
unequal. Thus, it is not unusual to find laud rented at from 7/. to 8/. a feddim (acre) 
paying [H piastres a feddnn, whilst in the immediate neighbourhood land routed at from 
2L to 3/. a feddan is paying as nuseh as P. T, 104. 

1 also explained the reasons which have up to the present time prevented the 
question of the reassessment of the laud tax from being taken in hand, and 1 expressed a 
hope that this important reform would be no longer delayed, 

1 am now able to report ihat during the past year considerable progress has been 
made in connection with this subject. 

Before taking the work in hand, it was important that any misapprehension of the 
general intentions of the Government should he removed from the minds of the land¬ 
owning classes, so as to allav any suspicion that the object of the measure was merely 
fiscal- A declaration was, therefore, published, notifying that the aggregate amount of 
land tax collected would not he increased* There are at present 3,287,000 fed dans of 
land in Egypt which are assessed to the land tax. The total amount of tlio tax due on 
these Sands is ,£. E, 4.780,000. It was clearly ntated that this total nmount would 
remain fixed, and that redistribution and not genera) enhancement was the object which 
it wns sought to attain. Further, it was intimated that in no single ease would the 
present maximum rate of l\ T, 10+ per feddnn be exceeded* 

ti was at the isame lime decided to institute n preliminary inquiry> with a view to 
collecting information which will eventually permit of the work of readjustment being 
taken in hand. It will he desirable that I should describe briefly the machinery which 
has been act in motion with a view to collecting this inter mat ion. 

The work is being earned out by ten Commissions working under a Ulrector- 
Ganer-ft! (Mr* Willcocksh Each ComniWcm ctmsiste of four members, two non-official 
and two official. The two non-oflinbl mcnibcra are selected by th'c Miidira of tlie 
provinces from among a number of landed proprietors elected by the representative 
landed proprietors tlnmrsdves. Tbo two official members arc Delegates of tho hi nut ice 
and Public Works Jfihislriev. The valuation is really done by the non-official members, 
who are land experts. The official members are present to see that the rules arc 
followed, that the land is carefully examined, and that no partiality is shown to anybody. 
One of the official members is always a European. This the landed proprietors asked tor 
themselves at the beginning of the inquiry- 

The order in which the villages are to ho visited Is printed hi the Governnicut 
Gazette, mid n couple of days before visiting a village the Cmnmission sends n notice to 
the Omdch or Headman of the village, requiring him to invite all interested, parties to 
he present in his house on a certain date at a certain hour. 

At the appointed time the Commission arrives at the Otnddds house* meets the 
landed proprietors, and obtains from them a list of the subdivisions of the village, with 
their mean renting values. Generally the values are very incorrect, but occasionally 
correct info? mat ion, which ia very valuable, is obtained. In Egypt, where most of the 
people invest their saving*, in bind, u great part id the land bun a well-known market 
value ; especially is this the ease with the large uaUitew of the Domains Administration* 
Land Is generally worth ton yeans' puivlmse, but in woll-to do villages it is often worth 
sixteen years' purchase. The landed proprietors are always requested to produce contractu 
or copies of leases of land to support the figures they have supplied* but these documents 
have so fur scarcely over been produced. 

The Commission has in its bauds a copy of the village registers prepared by the 
Land Department of the Finance Ministry, containing the names of the subdivisions and 
their areas. On these registers the Commission records the values tu estimated by the 
ijmd proprietors, and then procouds to examine the lands of the village, accompanied by 
a brge number of land-mmcrH nr their roprcseutativeH. Kach subdivision of land i* 
duxsitied by the Commission in the field in concert with the proprietors, but the Ooniniis- 
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fixes the relating value by itself. Aw soon ns the village is completed* the Com- 
mission, mokes a copy of its mils and sends them to the Ou&dch* requesting him to 
acquaint all interested parties, who should communicate with the Comaiission it they are 

dissatisfied. t . , , , ... 

The Comm lesion then calculates the mean renting value oi the whole ullage, 
and forwards the register to the Director-General* When the Dirtctor-Guneml bns 
received the registers of some twenty-five villages with the complaints and comments of 
the Commissions, lie proceeds to chock the figures in the field* ami compares the values 
of one village with another, and of one Commission with another; lie writes his opinion 
on each register, anil returns them to the Commission, 

On completing a ^unarkaz," or section nf some fifty or sixty ullages, the Carotins- 
8.1011 quickly returns over the villages with the complaint and the Dit'octor-Gencral ,h. 
criticisms in itr- hands. It then makes a final decision, records it on a clean register, and 
forwards it to the Director-General, who signs ami sends m to the Modi rot the province, 
for truismission to the Finance Ministry. 

On the completion of the whole Mudirieh, the Finance Ministry employs an inde¬ 
pendent Commission to check the figures which are sent to it. This is done by visiting a 
cci tain mini her of villages, chosen at- hazard, and causing a revaluation t)I the rental 
values to be made. This hitter valuation is then com pared with the original valuation 
made by Mr. WTllcockT Commission. 

The pridiminary work of inquiry to which I have alluded above wan began on the 
20lh April, 1895, ft is expected that it will be boro plot ad by the 1st January* 1S97. On 
its completion the work of reassessment can he taken in hand* 

So (hr us I have been able to gather from (lie testimony of it good many inde¬ 
pendent witnesses, the rental values on which the ultimate assessment will be based have 
certainly imt, as a geueiEil rule, been lixed too high, There may* however, be some 
exceptional rases of unduly high valuations, Thcht will be duly cni&jdcrcd. before the 
assessment is dafiniLcly fixed* 

The Revenue Surrey. 

A proper .survey has for long been demanded lii Egypt, am! in response to this 
demand an elaborate ami expensive cadnatiul purvey was started in 187ft, but. after 
experku icing various vieissu mil's;, was filmnduiicLl in l&SS, wiieit severe economy was the 
order of llto day* When the imgutiou system had been recreated by the English 
engtaects. the need of some siiruy, if only for revenue purposes, began to make itadf 
urgently felt. Tear after year more water was passed down into the provinces, mid 
carried to more distant points. St wan clear that, uE any r:iU: in the provinces bordering 
on the desert, rcdnimiltmi of land must necessarily follow, and the Treasury naturally 
expected .t return for the money appropriated to irrigation from larger sales o| Govern¬ 
ment land mid from n hind tax collected over a larger area, us well m from the greater 
case with which tile urea nlready cultivated would meet the dcuuunls oi the $tate upon 
it lSuf here expectation was disappointed* Thu duty of reporting extensions of

Tim tnxqumng area accordingly remained practically stalionnry, although it was a 
maker of common m toricly that fresh hind was being brought under cultivation to a 
considerable extent. Moreover* a» it was almost- impossible to identify Government 
lands on tiie ground without maps, it way no uncommon occurrence for such land to go 
astray. It got lost, and could positively not be found* To Turoedy this statu of affairs, 
it wjifi determined in to ntnrt a htnall imd tentative revenue survey in the .Province 
of shut kick, winch had largely bene lit ml by (be increased water supply; three young 
English engineers were uppmuted to control the work in tip field* The survey proceeded 
In measure cadi village by hod, or village section, .mid holding*; and laud which watt 
found u> be daiwh-wi mu ly cultivated was sold, while nn impetus was also given to the 
gale of free Government laud, rise area and position ot winiijh were now aatisi act only 
ascertained. Significantly enough the survey, instead of being opposed by the pci ple, 
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-was welcomed from the very first, although the cultivators were well aware that they 
would be compelled in buy, find pity taxes for, a considerable amount of land which they 
had got for nothing* and for which they paid no taxes. They welcomed the possibility 
of getting Li ties lor land they had brought under cultivation by their own efforts, and 
looked forward to relief from the partial measurement and rcmeamcments to which 
they had been subject, and which cost (hern a good deal in baksheesh to measurers and 
provincial oftjeials without bringing in anything to the Government. 

Fmro a fiscal point of view the survey has justified itself* In 18513, it was extended 
to Behcro; the results for the two Provinces of Sharlrieh and Uebcra up Lu the end of 
ISyi can be seen from the following Table ;—

The improvement of the tech ideal work, which is now under consideration, leads to 
the examination of the survey from n third point of view* Umv tar is it of value us a 
scientific survey of the country, and bow far can it hel|i to constitute a permanent and 
convenient record of rights ami so avoid (he nccciftii-y of icmeWfUrcinents in the future^ 
r i‘he revenue survey, it. must be allowed, |>as laboured from the beginning under one 
great disadvantage. There has never been a complete survey of Egypt in any form ; 
(here is no general iriotiguktinn into which local surveys can be fitted; there is not 
even miy scientific base line measured in Egypt. The revenue-survey consisted, there¬ 
fore, of a scries of detached village maps which* however accurate they might be in 
themselves for revenue purposes* did not. necessarily join together nith sckmiilie accuracy, 
uud did not fit into any larger whole* This state of tilings w ilt umv be largely remedied 
b_y working the revenue survey hslo (lie icipographlcal siirvcy based on |riangulation, 
wind) the Puhlie Works Depart in euL has icccnlly sinrled for its own purposes. The 
triangles will serve as a framework for piecing together uecimUely the village to village 
maps. 

r l’hc question of the record of rights can only be understood in ibe light of the 
■casting system in Egypt, liulividunl bidding* in a village arc entered In the lux 
rugisUT, or 4i moabdluthliT Their original meEtMircnicut* tire given and supplemented by n 
destrriptlcin in t he munzuireinctit bonk. When land Imusldrrcd, it is transferred according 
u> rid, description, and the name of the real owiut, uftt-r I be [rnnsfer lms been effected, 
is reeerdetl. Hut in general the registers, silllmugb ihc Oi\\i\o of an owner* often dead, 
is home mu the list a s well as that id' the occupier of Li o bidding* eiiv iti reality mainly 
concerned with the occupier- k is the occupier who is called upon io pay riic tax, and 
Guv eminent ikies not look beyond the occupier.

This was n counsel of perfection, but it mis not jimutble to follow it. The Courts 
could not have been obliged to recognize the new titles* and any general attempt fcc 
ascertain the legal owners of each holding might have let a lloed of litigation into the 
villages/ Therefore the survey t like the village register*, concerned, itself with I be 
occupiers* and new titles were only given for hinds sold or assigned to “ccupiera. indeed, 
in initial stages, only large lioMiligs atsd fiQVcrnuient; lamb wow shown on the

So far. riic survey is a useful record uf individual holdings and uf Government 
lauds, mul any extension of the former, ami juirticuhirly any un crouch men is un Hie 
latter, can be ascertained readily from the irmps, which really epitomised* aftef elmckiug 
and correcting it, the iuformation given iu the descriptions of the old measurcmcut

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books, U is further proposed to faimluirmc n special staff of Mudiricli officials with the 
maps, so that they will be able to check the tax-paying area at onee by reference to 
ma^ a practise poetically impossible! with the old registers and measure meat books. 
They will farther be trained to prepare for entry on (in; map any alterations due to 
transfers and sales, and the moss of redundant informal;on with which the measurement 
books are now encumbered will gradually he reduced as reference to the maps becomes 
possible. U is also hoped tlial though the Courts cannot be obliged to accept the 
holdings as shown on the maps as establishing titles, they will gradually, for their 
own Convenience, come to eiinsider entries on. the maps as primil facte evidence, 
so that-* ultimately* the village map may sen e itself as a cheap and convenient record of 
tights.

cost will bo about X E. 24j0fMJ. The work will not only bo of great practical utility* 

but, in view of the scale on which provision has 3>coi;i made, there is every reason to 
hope and believe that iL will be done so thoroughly fin* to constitute a valuable addition 
to the stack of scientific knowledge of the world, 


TV Indebtedness of the FtUaheen* 

In tny ilcRpe-tcb of 31fil January, ISSlo* to your Lord ship ’h predecessor Egypt Xo, 1 
(lS&C)/* p. 2$)* 1 explained that, out of rt total of -1,721,300 feddaus of land in Egypt* 
registered nun-1gages existed on 303,1500 feddstns, that the total amount of the registered 
debt was C E. 7,3-3,300* that no less than H .M 5*233*000. or 7i'3 per cent, of 
this iiinn, nu.s due by proprietors of over 50 fcddjms each, of whom 11*480 exist 
in the country, and that only L5 E* 573,5100, or 7'S1 percent, of the total nmtnmi, was 
due by the pioprictrrtH of under 5 kdtkiris, of whom there arc an les* than 513,050 in 
Egypt. 

In addition to this registered debt, there is, without doubt, a certain amount ot 
unregistered debt due notably by the small proprietors. 

The relations which generally exist between the money-lenders and the ignorant 
cultivators are familiar to every one who has paid attention tn Eastern government and 
administration. I give tin illustration* which I believe to be authentic* in order to show 
the nature of those relations. 

A small cultivator In Upper Egypt borrowed 10J, from an European money-lender. 
In order to obtain the money, lie was obliged to sign a bond for \ V, Me states that 
for three years be paid 5/. at the and of ouch year. At the end of the third venr be was 
asked to repay the capital sum of in/. This he nt first refused to do, alleging I hair 
account should lap taken of the payments already made* As no written do-eimicnU 
other than she original bond for t.V, bad nnxsctL this annual payments could not he 
proved, Tim creditor then threatened legal proceedings. These would have been 
instituted at Oiiiro* some I0b milcn dislant troni the residence of both the creditor and 
the debtor. Ilathor Ham go to the expense of n law-suit, the debtor sold his house in iho 
creditor for Hi/.* tin- price being fixed by tin: tali' r, who then deducted LV. on aeraunL 
of the original debt* ami L Lr. for rim expenses of -ale and transfer. The balance, 
namely, 3if/., was (hen banded over in the debtor. Et will hv aaen, therefore, ilmt 
besides being obliged To sell Id^ holi-c fora sum which watt probably below st-v. market 
value, the debtor paid no less than 34/.

A pro printer of 1 7 f. ddans of land in the Province of Menoi.ifieb wnu sued fur a debt 
of l 1 , T. 4,23! The legal exj>enscs amounted to no less than l\ T. L920, Cases of 
this sort ure of frequent occurrence. 

The evils resulting from (be state of things indicated by the examples which 1 Itavu 
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given above are abundantly dear. The application of any suitable remedy is cxlr Grady 
difficult. Whatever views may he entertained on the general principle of freedom of 
contract* it is, I conceive, certain that protective legislation in a ease of this sort in very 
likely tn fail in the object which it seeks to attain. 3 uin not in possession of any 
recent information nS to the working of llie Dcecan Agricultural Relief Act In India, 
hut E may say that even if legislation in a somewhat similar sense were desirable, it 
would be’quite impracticable in Egypt, Moreover, I cannot help thinking that means 
would very often be found (c> evade the law. 

fhe Government bus done something to aid the cultivator*. In IHSJt, they received 
advances oF 5,000 ardebs 1 of seed ; in ISJ95, the quantity was increased to 8,000 drdebs* 
The reason why advantage is not to a greater extent taken of the offer made by thfe 
Government iu this connection is, that the culti vators are but too often so deeply pledged 
to the petty money-lenders that they arc unable io resist the pressure* which these 
latter naturally bring to bear on them, to abstain from asking for advances of seed from 
the Government. 

The fault for (he existing state of things certainly does nol lie with the Judges iff 
the Mixed Courts, who, 1 have every reason to believe, are well aware of the injustice 
which is a! present often committed in the name of law, and who do whatever Hen in 
their power to protect the ignorant and improvident debtors lVotn the comsequencCft of 
their own ignorance and improvidence* But the Judges are, of course* bound by (he text 
of the code which they have to administer. They' cannot go outside tliat text. In tins 
order of ideas, the only reform which I can suggest is that ilie expenses of nerving writs, 
which lire at present often very high, might lie eonsidevably iliminMied if, instead iff 
being invariably, ns at present, served by the officials of Urn Mixed Courts* they were, in 
the case* move especially of distant residence, served by tlrn local officials of the 
Egyptian Govei mnent, to whom they could be communicated by the post, 1 believe I am 
right in stating rtmt process-serving by post is admitted in Italy and else where. I 
trust that this matter will receive consideration at the hands of the Ministry of Justice 
and of the Mixed Tribunals* 

The femeiHe* to which I have alluded above are. luiwcvcr, bill, palliatives. 

The remedy which would probably be the most popular amongst the land-owning 
dasauii In Egypt* and which 1ms, in fact, frequently been suggested to me by several 
leading Egyptians, would he io establish a Government Land Hunk, which would redeem 
tho whole, or nearly the whole, of the present mortgages* and would for the future 
advance money at reasonable mica of interest on the ?eeijriiy of the land. Those of my 
native friends who have spoken io me on this subject scarcely appear to realise the grave 
objections which may he urged against a project of litis description* nor the very large 
amount of capital which would lie required to carry it hUu execution* Apart from the 
fuel that it would result in the Government becoming the creditor of a large part of t he 
population, which is, perhaps, .scarcely desirable on political grounds, it is to be observed 
that, in order to attain the object in view, ^liieli is* 1 conceive, to afford permanent relict 
to the land-owning classes, another step would have to be taken* namely, that all private 
mortgages upon tatid, on the seeuviiy of which ftie Goveninient laid advanced motsuy, 
should fie declared invalid. Unless this were dune, a large number of culLltalurs, after 
having borrowed at a Jew rate of interest from the Government, would place second, 
third, and fourth mortgage* on their land on account of loans con true tad train money¬ 
lenders at high rates. 1 venture to assert that in ft very short time the condition of the 
land-owning classes, generally, under a system of this sort* would fie no better (ban nt 
present* 

I need hardly add that uny such radical legislation as the total abolition of the 
right of mortgage saw with a Government Bank is quite out bt tho qucitiOSi. 

There remains, however, another remedy which is more worthy of consideration, I 
da not say ii will save the hopelessly improvident cullivtuor* bm it may afford an 
opportunity to those who arc not hopelessly ini provident of saving themselves* 

It would bo desirable that some respectable banks should take up tfec class of hiigilu’XH 
now almost exclusively in the ban da of ihc potty money-lender^ 1 have reason to 
baliove that th.oy bhye so far abstained from doing hu because tbe business is wry 
trouble sonic, mid more especially in view of the large stall' of agents required—not over 
lucrative. There enn* I think, he no valid objection to the Government acting as pioneer 
iu a a enterprise of this sort. Acting on tins belief, the Egyptian Government lift* 
recently decided to do vole X E. 10,000 to advances in sums which arc in tm case io 
exceed a maxim lun of 10 L in the aggregate,, or of per fed dun, The rate ot interest

The Post OficCr 

A reform of some importance was recently introduced into the Post Office service. 
The Government monopoly, which prevented the pub! ie from t-ravel ling on the rail ways, 
or on Government steamers, with sums exceeding 50b, was abolished. At the same nme t 
the com mission for the transmission of specie packets through the post was reduced by 
;.0 per cent. The comnrifaahm is now 11 per cent. This cobitma^ti covers all risks. 
The Government assumes entire responsibility for the sole transport of the specie whilst 
it is in charge of the Post Utllce, 

'I'lie facilities which have thus beon accorded to the public have been attended with 
verv satisfactory results. The Post Oita carried about lJOO.OOOh more m fSfJS than 
in 1894, The logs of revenue consequent on the introduction el tins ret or in Sms keen 
about 8,000*., a bum ctmsiderddy U*.s than was anticipated. 

Tin- system of house to house delivery is being gradually extended to trie large 
irjwns, whilst every year fresh Post Office* anti rural station*are opened. 'E he total 
number of localities in Egypt now provided with postal cotnmutricaiion jk OhO. 

Tho gross revenue derived from the post oflice during the past year was x. G. 1]O ; 0OO, 
being £li, 10/100 in excess of the estimate. The expenditure was 0 U 05,000. Hie 
net revenue was, therefore, 0 ft. 15,000. 


The Stilt Department. 

Although the Salt Department yielded a revenue of K E, 170,000 during the year 
1895, which was .1 K «,1)0(1 in excess of the estimate, fit the same time, (he quantity 
of salt soldi Jibutit 14,000 tons, was 1*000 tons less than in lblM. 

Tills, falling off bq witlmni tloul.it, in a great measure due to the increase of conira- 
band trade in salt in Upper Egypt. If u vigorous system of domiciliary visit* ware 
adopted* it would perhaps be posable to check this tradeJ htit tiiese visits arc so 
unpopular, and are at times attended with so much hardship to individual*, that so long 
m the evil docs not attain any large proportions, it is perhaps wise of the Government 
to put up with a small loss of revenue rather than incur all the evils involved in a severe 
uvHtem of suppression.

The position of the discharged black soldier has hiiherto_tau most 
utimlEsfnotory. Unaccustomed to work in the fields, and occasionally disabled by 
wounds, ho has often been reduced to gaining his livelihood by begging.

Tho lOriulta oftlio Dairn-ifsaiiioL Admiuistmlion for 1895 wore mlversoly olleetcd by 
the severe full in the price of augur* of which mention was made in my Report of Inst 
year* and liy injury to the cane crop. 
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The average price obtained in 1895 for sugar crystals was only P- T» 44^ per 
cardin'; as against 1\ T. 67;!:[f m tS94. This fall, equivalent to 23 per cent, represented 
a reduction in revenue of £ E. 216,000, 

Unfortunately^ also, the crop of sugar-tunes in 1695 suffered from frost, which 
caused a reduction in the extract of augur crystals,, from S - 0t> per cent, in 1S94 to 8’50 
per cent, in 189D. '1'hie reduced extract of sugar produced u diminished production of 
70*000 cantors, or in money of £ H. 30,000, 

These two adverse causes involved a loss of revenue, us compared with 1694, of 
£ E. 248,000; and, in consequence, instead of a surplus of £ E. 112,000, us in 1894, 
the accounts of 1895 will show a deficit of about 2 E, 120,000. 

Happily, the prospects for 189 <j ate much more promising. As the result of a 
smeller beet-root crop in Europe and of the troubles in Cuba, the prices of sugar have 
considerably advanced, ami the iMvn ad mini si muon has been able to make extensive 
sales of the sugjlr now being manufactured as prices 12 per cent, higher than the average 
obtained in 1895. There is, theref ore, a. fair prospect l hat the account of the JMra- 
Sauieli For 1890 will again show n surplus, as they did from 1899 to 1S91, Hie crop of 
sue arcane now being crushed at the factories promises to be the largest on record, and 
is estimated at 803,000 tons.

Under the combined in it nonces of an improved water supply, more careful eidtivatien,

The improvement, 
which has latterly taken place in Ihq price of cotton, has already produced nu effect on 
the laud market. Offers for the purchase oS' 2 E. 4-2,900 of land, of which it is known 
the assessment will not he increased, have been received since the 1st January. 1890. 

The original amount of the Domains Loan was £ Iff 8,287,000. Of thin amount 
£ 13. 4,989,900 lias been paid off, thus leaving an outstanding capital of 2 E. 3,096,009.

The RaUumij Administration, 

The gross receipts from Lho railways in 1S05 amounted to C E. 1,750,000. This is 
about .2 E. 38,000 less than the receipts of 1894, which, however, was an exceptionally 
good year. The receipts of 1893 were £ E. 182,000 less than those of 1805, 

The principal talling-off in 1895, as compared to 1804, was in passenger traffic. 
The numbers fell from 9,828,000 to 9,518,000, n diminution of 810,00.0, oil third class 
passengers. This is in a great measure due in the suppression ol nil fairs since Die 
cholera broke out. 

The working expenses in 1895 an 10 tinted in 2 B. 750,000, or about 43 per conk of 
the gross receipts. 

The amount paid to the Commissioners of Die Debt fur the Railways, Telegraphs,

A measure of much importance in the direction of opening up the country was 
introduced Iasi year by the granting uf a Concession for the construction of a light 
railway from Munaotimli lo Mata rich. In tills case & Belgian firm succeeded in '.Hat aiming 
all other enmperitmra. The Hue in question, which is to be constructed on the metro 
gauge, will run through one of the richest tracts of the eastern provinces of the Delta, 
Ira ill the main Hue several bmmrinw will he taken off so as to connect the more remote 
districts with the centres of Mniisoumh and Matarieh. The total length of the new 
railway will be some tm miles. The Conca&Moa is granted for lifty years, the Govern¬ 
ment having the right of purchase at the end of twenty-five years, and uLu a share in 
l ho pro ids of the undertaking after they pirn? ;l certain fixed limit. 

A guarantee, amounting to 2 E, 9,190 per annum, U given by the Government to 
the conccs^imnLiim It is cmtlidonLly expected that this enterprise will prove of groat 
benefit to Die country. 

It is to he hoped that the principle thus iulrodnccd may he followed in other parte 
of the country, and that ere lung an extended system of light railways may be 
constructed throughout the provinces through the agency of private enterprise.

Another important step in ihe wny of progress has been recently taken by the 
granting of a conccFsion to a focal lirm for the eupply of tillered water to tb'- (owns of 
Timtnh, Zagnzig, and Mansmtmli, 

These Utter, which rank second only to Cairo and Alexandria in iinporlimec, are 
at present dependent for their water supply upon t tie canals or the Nile itself, Iu 
summer, wlien the tlbicbarge of these channels runs short, the quality of the water 
deteriorates very rapidly. 

The Sanitary Department has for year’s insisted upon the necessity of securing a 
pure water supply to the provincial towns of Egypt. In the present Concussion a 
beginning lifts been made towards satisfying this demand. 

Tho coni rad is for fifty yeans, the Government having the right of purchase at the 
end of twenty-live years. The Company is bouml to construct filter beds and lay oti r 
throughout the town, a. supply of filtered water in pipes. 

Since the Cm icons Sun was given, an important discovery hits been made at 
Tantah* which may m>t only greatly reduce the capital outlay required, but which 
may a tan rovolutionuo the whole question of the provincial town water supply, rutd in 
time render it possible to supply these towns with pure water at u comparatively small 
cost. 

Darings ninile recently at Tantah prove 11 ml by descending through the first 
alluvial deposit and (ho sand umh-ihbig it, a second and apparently impermeable 
bed of clay is reached at a depth of some 60 feet below (he surface. Tliis* latter, 
im tho cnao of Tim tab,, is idj- feet iu thickness; when the boring tube pierced it, 
the water rose to within 3 tcet of (he ground surface. The tube won afterwards 
nnule lo descend through the sand to n further depth of 37 feet; the supply of water 
appears to l»c incxInmMilde, awl is apparently of the purest quality, 

The Government riuu - u waiuiig the result of the un cynological exainiaaticuj s 
wadr by its uwii dpouinlictj to authorize the tout met ora lo sink a well at (bin point and 
supply ilio lown bv its means. 
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The importance of ibis discovery cannot, be overruled* As the construction ot 
filter-beds forms onu of the heaviest items of expenditure in connection with the water 
supply of a town, and as it has been this particular initial outlay which has rendered the 
profits of these undertakings doubtful, it is evident that if a supply of pare water can be 
obtained by the comparatively cheap method described above, it should not be difficult 
to attract capital into similar enterprises with a reasonable prospect of a return for the 
money sunk. As the geological formation of Uie Delta maybe presumed not to. vary 
greatly, it is reasonable to suppose that tlic question of a good water supply for the 
towns lying in ibis purl of Egypt has been brought within the limits of prnutical 
solution. 

Borings tbr the purpose of ascertaining the quantity and the quality of the subsoil 
water supply will shortly he introduced upon an extended scale in Upper as well as in 
Lower Egypt, 


The Interior. 

During the year iSftrl the new organization of the interior* the main features of 
which wen- explained in my Report tor l8fM t was finally completed. The minor 
administrative details, which were required in order to bring the machinery of Government 
into harmony with the new system, were elaborated during the early part of the year* 
Since then, the efforts of those at the head of affairs hate been mainly directed to 
making the machine work smoothly and efficiently* The time has now come when an 
opinion may be expressed upon the result!' of the changes that have been introduced. 

One of the mint important of these changes was file enactment of n law regulating 
the position and powers of the village Otndehs and Sheikhs, This measure forms 
the foundation upon which the superstructure: of an orderly and just provincial admini¬ 
stration must rest. During the short time that has elapsed since the promulgation of 
this law, the results obtained have been voty satisfactory. The worious form of crime, 
formerly prevalent in the provinces, known ns brigandage, seems ui have almost 
entirely disappeared* Within the but few months several well-known criminals* for 
whom the police bad long bean searching unsuccessfully, were delivered to the 
authorities by tho village Omdchs, who felt themselves personally responsible that such 
dangerous offenders should no longer he allowed tn lurk in the precincts of their 
villages. 

The judicial powers conferred upon the Omdehs by the new law appear to have 
been justly and temperately exercised- They have increased die guarantees for public 
security* and have/to a certain extent, obviated the necessity of referring petty local 
disputes to the Tribunals—nhv ay ^ an expensive proceeding in village life. An impartial 
and very competent observer (Sir John Scott), writing to me while on a tour in the 
provinces in DccotttW lus:, states

(twenty--four hours prison and lA piastres fine) have been used with discretion, 1 have had 
a intiy ta I ks w it h 0 mdeh*, n n 1 1 they a re ce rtai nly cl i ange d for l lie hoi ie r. A 1 ot were gat h ered 
together at Mi inch t iuid I told t hem Pukhry Paslm and I lind asked them five years ago why 
crime went undiscovered* and i hey replied because i-ticy were afraid of vengeance if they 
scut people to he tried, ‘Was if so, now? 1 * No,' they all wild, 'Government* police, 
Tribunals, all suppirtad them, and they tried to cfiteh everybody now/ Aa a matter of 
fact, brigandage has disappeared* and there are no professional thieves.” 

Regulations have boen framed to bring the Itadmim tribes* who in the past- formed 
a somewhat turbulent and disorderly element, under more efficient control than lias 
heretofore been the case, 

V scheme h now under Hie consideration of the Govern maul to improve the 
organization of die gnlfits or village watchmen. The genera! idea of the plan Is to 
diminish their number and increase their pay, so that the service, which is at present 
compulsory may become voluntary without any extra burden being imposed upon the 
rural population. There mi\ he nn doubt that the adoption of this measure will 
con tribute greatly to improve public security in thr villages. 1 may add that the friction 
which formerly existed between the members of the “ Parquet M and the local executive 
officials 1 ms greatly diminished* and that stops are being taken to erect suitable 
Government offices throughout the provinces, which will replace I lie miserable buildings 
heretofore in use. 

Passing to the more general issue a involved, 1 propose to examine* first, how far 
the new system has facilitated the working of the machine of Government* and 
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secondly, what effect it has produced upon the well-being of the people of the 
country* 

TIjc main principle upon which the Work of reform in Egypt has been based from 
the beginning maybe summed up in a single phrase: European head and Egyptian 
hands. Our task hero is not to rule the Egyptians, but as fur as possible to teach 
the Egyptians to rule themselves. In the reorg&mnation of Ihc Ministry of the Interior* 
this principle has been thoroughly borne in mind. European initiative suggests 
measures to Ire executed by Egyptian agency* while European supervision controls the 
manner lei which they ufe executed* The first and most remarkable result has been the 
disappearance* of friction in tile conduct of the affaire of the Department, Until a year 
and admit ago no branch of the Adi must ration called more constantly fpr my interval lion* 
The smallest obstacle seemed to put the machinery out of gear. 

Differences of opinion on every kind of subject were consUntlv arising between 
English officials and the native Minister* and between the Public Security Department 
and ether brandies of the Administration. Since the new organisation came into force* 
I in ay say that my intervention in these mutter* has been reduced to a minimum. But 
few contentious questions have Orison* and Lite settlement of such as there were has 
caused very little difficulty. 

It is hardly necessary for me to add that this satisfactory states of affaire is only 
partly due to the change of system. 

A very large share must bo laid to the credit of the two Egyptian Ministare who 
have presided over the Ministry of the Interior since April I $04, that it, to any, Xubiu Pasha 
anti his successor, Mustupha Paata Fqhmy* Without their cordial co-operation and 
encouragement. aided by the tact and judgment displayed by Mr* Corel* the Adviser to 
the Department of the interim, a auecoKsful result, could not have been attained* As it 
is, all parties have worked harmoniously together for the attainment of one common 
end* viz.* the establishment of u sound provincial administration. 

I cannot pass by this allusion to Xu bar Pasha's name without expressing my 
profound regret flint failing health should have necessitated his retirement from office. 
During ills long and eminent career, Nubnr Paslm, 1 venture to say, never rendered 
mure valuable service to die cause of his adopted country than when, having been 
called to office at a period of some difficulty* lie devoted his remarkable talents to the 
establishment ol that unity ol action between the European and native demon (3 of the 
Egyptian service, in the absence of which any real progress in the path of reform is 
extremely difficult, if not altogether impossible. 

Turning now to the question nt the cftact produced by these changes on those for 
whose benefit they were primarily intended, it may be said that the peace and tranquillity 
of the village population—that ha to say, of the great mass of the in habitant* of Egypt* 
have greatly increased. Village life is no longer to so great an extant troubled' by 
political dissensions* the result, generally, of some Cairo complication which has been 
misunderstood and misinterpreted. Local functionaries and notabilities need no longer, 
tauch against their inclinations, range themselves in one or other of tlio opposing camps 
o± AugTaphilcs and Augbpbata. An inters ting proof of the peaceful and contented 
spirit just, now prevailing among the people is found in the fact that, the present disturbed 
condition of other porta n-f the Turkish Empire, and lIic consequent ill-feeling which has 
been aroused between the MnkomtHcdau and Christian subjects of the Sultan* Imve 
produced no serious symptoms of any kind in Egypt . 

At the time when the changes now under review were introduced* a certain amount of 
apprehension was ocean ion tidy expressed, Jest tarn Mudlrs .should abuse their Poivcre, 
The hu apprehensions were founded on some misconception of the changes introduced, us 
ivcll ns ul the state of things which existed before their introduction. It will be desirable 
tkaL J should briefly indicate the lrue state of the vase. The provincial police wets then* 
as now* composed entirely of unLives ; the only reason for supposing that the Egyptian 
police officer acted us a check on the Mutlit was that the former was under the control 
ot (he English liispectoi-Oenerai of Police ai head-quarter;', whiUt the latter was under 
no such control. I Ins English control* though efficacious as i‘egards the police officer, 
WEts practically powqijrless as regards ike Mudir, lienee there arose frequent conflict, 
which ettunvd friction* hut produced no beneficial result, .Mo re Liver* tho junctions of the 
English provincial inspectors under the old nystom were necessarily limited to police 
work. Outside this spliore their observations were of little practical value* inaanmch na 
no effective notion could he taken on them. 

Under the now organization English control is equally distributed over all the local 
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official*, that h to say, over Mudirs just as modi as over police officers. Their adminis¬ 
tration is subjected in all its branches to a eatiHlant and thorough inspection by English 
officials. Complaints of unjust or arbitrary treatment receive an independent exami- 
n a Hon at the same hands. The presence of an English adviser at the Ministry not only 
insures that the administration ia conducted upon sound lines, but also tliftt due attention 
is paid to the reports of the luBpcctonH, There can be no question as to which of theso 
two systems offers the greater guarantees for good government. 

In practice the machine has worked smoothly. The Inspectors have displayed tact 
and judgment in the exercise of their functions; there has been little or no friction with 
the local authorities. The latter no longer regard English Control as a jealous rival 
wishing to usurp their powers, but as n Leather guiding them to use those powers 
wisely. 

The Mndirs in particular have largely gained by the new conditions under wMch 
they work. Their position and prospects arc now clearly defined, The road to 
promotion is open to all alike ; good work L3 rewarded by whosoever it may be done; 
nepotism has been checked, 

ft is not, however, the Mudirs alone who have benefited. The whole subject of 
raising the standard of the Government employds in this Department has received the 
most careful attention during the past year. Prom the highest to the lowest, the 
antecedents and qualifications of all the provincial officials have been thoroughly 
examined. The dishonest and incapable have been removed; the weak and doubtful 
strengthened and encouraged ; the good rewarded. Under the Mow but steady pressure 
of such n course, very considerable improvement in the character and intelligence^ of 
these functionnries is already observable, IJmil recently, the provincial administrative 
officials were os a body certainly leas efficient than those in other branches of Govern¬ 
ment service. They can now, without hesitation, be compared to any other body of 
functionaries in the service of Jli^ Highness the Khedive. A nucleus of trained native 
officials is thus being formed, who, El is permitted to hope, will be capable hereafter 
of jilting the highest pests, and thereby laying the foundations of n real Egyptian 
administrative autonomy. 

1 consider tide work to bo of thu very highest importance both for the present 
success of the Aditiiulstmtiun, as well as for its future progress. Rules mid Regulations 
are of sinaIi use unless applied under tlie direction of honest and capable «Eh rink. 
There is uo branch of the work of reform in Egypt surrounded by greater difficulty than 
that now under discussion; nor is these any of which the fruits must necessarily be of 
such slow growth. The main obstacles which have had to be encountered are in the 
nature of defective national characteristics, for the main part the inherited results of lung 
periods ot past misgovernuicisi, Time is required to eradicate defects of this nature. 
For many reasons, on w hich f need not bore dwell, the question of reform in tins Depart¬ 
ment ef the Interior lias until recently uuver been seriously taken in hand. Now, at 
last, the problem has been fairly faced. A good beginning bos been made, 1 trust 1 
airt not over sanguine in venturing to predict that, if no brunch of continuity occurs, the 
results of the present system will eventually be to enhance the efficiency ami to elevate 
the whole moral standard oft lie Egyptian Civil Service, 


The Prisons. 

'Hie main difficulty against which the Prison Administration in Egypt hag, from its 
first creation, had to contend i| overcrowding. No less than 40,000 prisoners passed 
through the country jails lust year, U is difficult to provide prison accommodation* based 
on modern requirements, for such numbers os them], Every year* however, something 
Is done in tin; direction of ex tending ami improving the prison wceommodaliuo. Tho 
vatu uf progress in this, as in so many other eases, naturally depends on the funds winch 
are available, A notable advance will be made during the current year. A sum of 
Itt/JUOJ. hits been granted in order to build a large prison, which .vns much required, at 
Zugjtfpig, and a further sum of 5*0(10/. has been placed at the disposal of the Director* 
General of Prisons for commencing prisons nt Minieb, So hag, Friyoum, and Alexandria, 
Convict labour will be employed in the cuiistruction of all those prkous* 

Nothing strikes a visitor to an Egyptian prison more than the extreme youth of 
many of the iirisoiH rs. The want of a reformatory lias long been felt. 1 am glad to 
bn able to report that, owing largely to the personal interest which His Highness the 
Klmdive wmi pic used to lake in ibis mutter, a reformatory for juvenile offenders him now 
been built at Alexandria, and is about to bo opened, it is capable of accommodating 
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from 1.00 to 150 boys* and is fully provided with workshops, A market garden of 3 acres 
in extent, which adjoin* the reformatory, has been secured on u three years" lease, in 
which some of the boys will ho employed, f trust that before long funds will be 
available fur the construction of a similar establishment in Cairo, 

In those prisons where industrial labour has been introduced (he results have been 
fairly satisfactory, The convict prison at Ghizfrh supplies a large quantity of linen* 
blankets* bouts, brushes, camel rugs, and other articles for the use of the prisoners 
and of the army. Ah mtirb as C E. It,500 was realised in 1695 from (lie sale of the 
staple quarried by lhe Tmirah prisoners, the hugest purchaser being the Public Works 
Department. An average of ISO convicts have been daily employed at Bu&kiti and 
TrinkEtat on military works* whilst 25(1 convicts have been placed at the disposal of 
the officer command Eng i lie frontier for employ meat at TCorosko on road-making and 
other works. 


Mrd iml Ad in ? it Ut rn l to n . 

Nearly 19/100 patients were treated in the Govern in cut hospitals during the year 
1895, being an increase of 45C over 1H94, The out-patient department, both of the 
hospitals and ol the dispensaries, is year by year becoming mure appreciated, 

Vaccination is making considerable progress in the country, About 312,000 
persons were vaccinated in the course of' rise past year, Tina is about 19,0DO in exceas- 
of the figure for 18!H. A vaccine institute has Eicon established from which calf-lymph 
is supplied, 

A.u excellent hospital for infectious diseases lias been built in the immediate 
neighbourhood of Cairo. 1^1 cases wore treated at this hospital during the pant year. 
A public disinfecting station i> attached to the hospital, where budding, clothing, &c., is 
disinfected. "The stall and material T Rogers FilhIiii write*, "have now become almost 
inadequate (o meet the demands made by the public for disinfection/ 3 

Three provincial hospital;- (at huniaiiliour, BonUSoncfi, and Fayoinn) were 
completed during the past year. The construction of a new bus pita I at Ilcuha is about, 
to be common ecu, 

I’hc provincial towns arc also being gradually supplied with proper slaughter-houses.

1 have tbit honour to inclose a copy of a Report (lndosure 3) ■■vLmcI'l Roger* Pasha, the 
bead of the Sanitary Department, bus prepared on the subject ol‘ the cholera epidemic, with 
which Egypt has recently been virited, Up to the present lime the- epidemic has not 
extended Vapidly. ft is impossible aa jet to fifty whether, as the weather gets hotter, it 
will assume larger proportions In the meanwhile [ cannot speak too highly of the 
energy and judgment displayed by Rogers Paslrn, and the officers working under Ida 
directions, iri. their efforts to stamp oat the disease, 1 cannot doubt that it is mainly 
due to their exertions that the progress of the epidemic has in some degree, at all events, 
been checked. 

Prevention of Cruelty (a Anmmtu* 

t may here allude to a subject in which many people in England take a sympathetic 
interest. 

Towards the close of lSO4 two societies* for the !"revnatiou of Cruelty lo Animals 
were e^ubUtdied in Egypt, otic al Cairo and another at Alexandria. The latter has, I 
have every reason to believe, done excellent work, If, therefore, 1, here allude more 
especially Vo the operations of the Cairo Society, it is merely because, as a resident, of 
Quirt), greater opportunities have been afforded to me of forming an opinion on the 
results so far obtained in that town than is the ease at Alexandria. 

The main objects of the Cairo Society have been twofold, viz., first, to prosecute 
persons guilty of gross cruelty to animals, and secondly, through the agency of picked 
constables of the police,, who receive a slight addition to Lhcir pay from the funds of the 
society ? to arrest animals which arc unfit lor work, and subject them to proper veterinary 
trefitment in Use infirmaries which have been established under the auspices of the 
society. 

During the tun months ending the 31st October. 1896, --"S3 persons were prosecuted 
for cruelly to anhtmls, of whom 580 wore convicted. During the aarnc period t,G03 
animals were arrested and examined by a veterinary surgeon j 571 were sent to the 
society's infirmaries, of which 307 were discharged cured, 101 were destroyed, mid the 
remainder were still under I real men l on the 31st October. k is impossible not to be 
struck with the marked change in the condition of the uninuds which are to be seen in 
t]w streets of Cairo. The operations of the society have, m fact, so far been very 
successful. 

The Egyptian Government contributes C E, 100 a year to each of the two societies* 

A certain amount of revenue can be obtained from the owners of animals who, save m 
cases ol" .Axeepiiniml poverty, pay lor the subxLstcncti of iheir horses amt donkey* whilst 
they are under treatment at the infirmaries. The amount so far received from the 
numerous tourists who visit Cairo during ibc winter has been somewhat disappointing, 
but the residents, nofcahh tho English residents, haw subscribed with liberality, Tho 
society, however, could certainly never have tmderlalren work mi its presenL scale had It 
not been for the very generous contributions received from England, Of the lolnl 
amount of about C 13. 8^0 received us subscriptions and donations up to the 31st October, 
1895, no loss than C E - f mO was nuhsmbcd in England. 

It it greatly to be hoped that fnade will bo forthcoming to prosecute the work 
which has been so well begun. I can hear personal testimony to the hud that the 
following account, which l extract from the bust Report mude by the Gommittee of the 
C airo Society, is by no means exaggerated:— 

" Many of the animals arrested in the streets while work lug pro sent a unsst gainful 
spectacle; sonic have broken limbs or dislocated joints the pi in of which has been further 
aggravated by firing, or worse still, by repeated Hogging on the injured pari Ji3| it has 
become a mass nf sores; many, especially donkeys, have their bucks entirely raw from 
the friction of the saddle; abscesses on the shoulders that have burrowed down to llie 
bone arc common, so also are suppurating .sores. Some have Imd their hind quarters 
partially paralysed, probably from being over-weighted ; mie mule ■ veil had tho bones 
of hm withers broken, apparently from the same r&uao, Every stage of * itmciutteu is to 
be scon amongst the now arrival ■ at the infirmaries, raid some beasts, from sheer over¬ 
work, have fallen down and eventually died of exhaustion/ 1 

* 

Tht Army und the Sou dan. 

There is nothing of any special interest to record a* regards military administration 
during the past year, 
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With the exception of a small raid on a village in the Wadi Haifa district, and an 
insignificant incursion into the Tnkar Delta, the Dervish forces in the immediate vicinity 
of the Egyptian advanced posts, although of considerable strength, have maintained a 
strictly defensive attitude, 

1 fear that raids..similar in character to those which took place last year must, from 
time to time, bo expected. 

! m ny mention that telegraphic communication has been established between 
Koronko and tho Wells of Murad, which arc situated half-way to Abu Kamcd. 


Justice* 

As regards the ft d mini strati on of justice I need add nothing to the lull Report made 
by Sic John Scott, of which 1 have the honour to inclose a copy (luclosure 4). 

Sir John Scott makes several valuable suggestions, notably that tho village Omdchs 
should be allowed and encouraged to arbitrate m civil "suite where the amount in dispute 
is under 1/.; that the Courts should he given a limited power to inflict summary 
punishment in cnaes of perjury-—an offence which is extremely prevalent in Egypt; and 
that some limitations should be placed on Use right of appeal. 1 trust that I maybe 
able to report a year hence that effect 1ms been given to these proposals. 


Edticitlku. 

The new order of ideas, which lift* been slowly though not uninterruptedly leavening 
ibe work of the Education Department of recent years, has had comparatively tree 
scope during the period now under report, ! am thus encouraged to hope that n certain 
continuity of administrative method will be gradually introduced into the Department 
of Public Instruction, I have on former occasions alluded to the barns dyne by the 
constant recurrence of arbitrary and unnecessary eh tinges oi system,, which have ho 
frequently resulted from a change of Ministers. 

During the past year several reforms of considerable importance ware introduced. 
More especially deserving of mention are—the organization and inspection of primary 
schools of the lowest grade (tfoe <l kuttabs '■) ; the extension arid organiration of girls’ 
schools; and the re-organization of the normal s-choo! tor the professional training of 
teachers of Arabic, and the subjects taught in the vermicular, 

Year by year, ns higher education increases, the intellectual breach between the 
upper rmd lower classes of Egyptian society become!, wider, In commenting upon the 
slate of public iMtruction under Mchemet Ali, Sir John Bowring wrote ;* “ Perhaps the 
error has been a desire rather to introduce superior education for the few than a 
universal system of primary instruction for tho many." The Government system of 
education in I 3 gypt is still open to tho same objection. Owing io a variety ot 
circumstances, chiefly to tho extremely limited funds at its disposal, and to the luck of 
trained teachers, the Education Department has as yet attempted Rule more than to 
bring to a .stale of efficiency tho primary schools of the higher grade, the secondary 
schools, and a fow «f the profeaMpbal colleges, 

The lime seems now to have come for tho introduction of practical measures which 
would aim at bringing the great mass of the people within the range of the imhienee id 
Use Public Instruction Department. There is reason to believe that u large number of 
primary schools of the lowest grade might gradually he induced to place themselves to 
some extent under the supervision of the Department, if tho GratiUiu-Aid system, which 
has worked so admirably in other countries, notably in India, wore adapted so as to meet 
tho special needs of education in Egypt. In particular, the little private schools 
(“ktittobs”) attached to almost all the mosques in Egypt, might, by means of the 
Grant-in-Aid system* bo made instrumental in disseminating a sound education, however 
elementary, among the poorer dosses. It is a mutter far regret that no lull or accurate 
information with regard to the indigenous schools of this class has been collected since 
1887 . At that date there were in Egypt 7,142 Hiieh school n with 7,764 teachers, and 
120,121 pupils in attendance; according to all accounts, the numbers have since then 
considerably increased* Nothing could be more humble or unpretentious than the 
present condition of the schools of this d&sx. Housed in unhealthy and tumble-down 
premises, directed by teachers who are in not a few cases blind and almost illiterate, they 
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are thronged by squalid neglected children, whose whole education consists in com¬ 
mitting parts of the Koran to memory, ruul making; pretence to read, write, and 
occasionally to cypher. The teacher supports himself partly by I he school fees, never 
exceeding a piastre weekly in the case of the less indigent children, and eked out by 
payment in kind, partly by preaching in the adjoining mosque, by reciting the Koran in 
private houses, by Acting as registrar or public letter writer, or by forming funeral 
processions with his pupils. It would be easy to enumerate glaring defects of all kinds 
tn the education given in schools of thm class; it is more to the point to bear in 
mind that these little schools have proved their utility by their continuous survival ia 
spite of the neglect, contempt, and other adverse circumstances to which Limy have for 
centuries been, exposed. 

The services rendered to the cause of education by these indigenous schools in the 
past might be greittly increased if, through the introduction of the Grunt-in-A id system* 
they could he brought, however indirectly, under the control of the Public Jnsttndioii 
Department. No other menus \k available by which the mass of the people can ever 
obtain any education worthy of the name. Even on these lines progress must 
necessarily be very slow ; for in Egypt organized lore,] effort of any kind in the cause 
of education is still practically unknown* and the thuds at the disposal of the Public 
Instruction Department must for long remain quite inadequate to the full requirements 
of the country. 

Having jurisdiction over forty-six kuLtabs," transfer rod to it by the Wakf 
Administration, the Education Department set itself in the course or Lise pa&t year, for 
the first tiuie, to the task of arranging for a system of inspection, and devising a course 
of study specially adapted to schools of this type. Since April these forty-six schools 
have been visiteii mid reported on monthly by native Inspectors, and in September the 
first set of Regulations (including a syllabus of study) for schools of flic lowest primary 
grade was published, in the course of the year, the more deserving of the teachcns 
tikis") in those school* received n small allowance o4a special grant. At the end of 
December 2,007 children* including 10b girls* U'eru in attendance at these forty-six 
“ kuttabs f 1 the good results of the system of regular inspection were, S uni informed, 
dearly perceptible, This now experiment should guide the Public Instruction Depart¬ 
ment to a just comprehension of the best means of dealing with other schools ol the 
sumo class in the event of their being brought under it* 'control by meati^ of the 
grant-inuiid system, it. is hardly rtccesaary to point out hmv much tact, prudence, and 
caution are called for in making uuy attempt in direct or encourage these indigenous 
schools. There must* of course, he an entire abstinence from interference with religious 
instruction, t'hc teachers of these indigenous schools should not lie encouraged to look 
to the Government exclusively for their support. It will he necessary to guard carefully 
against any tendency to in iso the standard of inst ruction by increasing the range of the 
subjects taught, instead nf improving the quality of the teaching within existing 
limits. 

In Egypt, as in other Oriental countries, female education is in a very backward 
state. Some progress lias, luiwon-r. been made during the past year, In She forly-six 
primary setiouk ot the lowe L guide, to which E have already referred, lho toucher* have 
been induced by the Department to use all their influence to encourage girl* to attend ; 
139 girls have already been admitted, A second primary school of the higher gradt for 
girls was opened in Cairo in October last', an Englishwoman with the requisite’ pro¬ 
fessional tnuiiing was up]minted head mistress. This school is ncm intended by fifty-nine 
day pupils, and steps have been taken to provide accommodation next year tor 
hoarders, 

An important reform was cSleeted in the course of lust year in the training college 
{ u Dar-el-Olitm ,f ) for student* preparing themselves* for the work of teaching in the 
vernacular. In March last this college was incorporated with the largest mid most 
successful primary school iianrieh i in Cairo, and placed under tin* direction of the 
ablest native principal under the Education Department. In August. the syllabus was 
revised with the view of rendering the training practical and efficient, Tim primary 
school lias become the practising department of the training college; the legal studies 
hare been eliminated, and the college seem* no longer open to the reproach of making 
itsoli a rallying point of political mid fanatical intrigue. The huccoss of any scheme for 
the improvement .rf the vernacular schools for primary education must largely depend 
upon Elic efficiency of the professional training of the students of this college, 

It i* a hopeful sign that educational activity in Egypt no longer confines itself h> 
the cla^s-room. The importance of physical training ia slowly gaining recognition, 
hour mm-ctmmii warned officers of Iho Egyptiun army* specially trained by the Drill 
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Instructor brought from England in 1893 by the Education Department, began work 
last November as Drill Instructors in the larger schools in Cairo. Last hebrtMiy 
athletic sports for the pupils of the Government schools of Cairo were held for the fir si 
time, and the experiment was attended with no much success that it has been decided to 
hold thorn annually. 

Slavery. 

1 mentioned in my Report of last year that (he question of recasting the Slavery 
Convention of IB77 was under consideration. Another Convention was signed on the 
21st November, 1895. Two Kbedivial Decrees, which form part ol the Convention, 
were issued on the 21st January of this year. 

Although this, subject has been fully treated in separate despatches, which I have 
from time to time addressed to your Lordship and to your Lordship's predecessor, it may 
be desirable til nf, [ should allude here briefly to the results ot the recent negotiations. 

Anti-shivery operations have been unquestionably stimulated by thc^ presence during 
the last twelve year* of a British force in Egypt, but the main credit for dealing a 
decisive blow to the institution of slavery in tins country must bf accorded to the 
authors of the Convention of 187". In one respect, indeed, that Convention aimed too 
high. ! cannot doubt that, even if the Egyptian troops Sifld uct been withdrawn Irom 
the Soudan* Elio prohibition of slavery* which it wax sought to enforce in that country,, 
would have remained inoperative. In all other respects the Convention was conceived in 
a spirit of wine moderation. Without any sudden shock, and without evoking any of 
that spirit of opposition which might reasonably have been expected in dealing with a 
subject of thin nature, the Slave Trade has been abolished; and it the institution of 
slavery still exist*, the reustin b mainly to he sought in the fact that many of rise skives 
are unwilling to acquire their freedom, to which, ns they arc well aware, they are all now 
legally emit led. ll is some rimes forgotten that the advantages of (lie system of slavery 
are not wholly on l.hu side of the masters. These latter cannot discharge their 
domestic servants. Custom often obliges them to maintain a large number ot slaves, 
which have frequently been inherited, and thus imposes on them an onerous burthen ot 
which, to my certain knowledge* mnny would willingly free themselves, were they able 
to do so. 

The change in Egyptian public opinion, which has insensibly been enfected during 
tlif lnxl few years in connection with this question, was prominently shown w hen the 
Decree* m-ciwurj to give died to Che provisions of the now Convention were submitted 
to the Legislative Council, Nu exception whatever was tab n to the general principles 
of the |ir<ipo*ed legislation. The measures submitted by the Government formed Che 
subject of fair and reasonable discussion. Although it was impin^ilde to accept all Lhe 
amen dm cuts proposed by the Council] It fan not he said that any one of chcin 'vaa 
eon reived fu a spirit of marked hostility to anti-slavery operations. 

1 now propose to explain the mdn differences between the present Convention and 
that of 1877. 

In the course of iha legal proceedings which were instituted some eighteen inout'is 
ago against certain persons who had engaged in the Slave Trade* doubts were expressed 
as to whether the purchaser equally with the vendor of n slave could ho punched, All 
am hi gaily on this point Sms now been removed. The ptiniflhmenr* which con be awarded 
to I uc purchaser anil lo the vendor, according to ilnfir several degrees ot culpability, 
have been clearly defined, .Moreover -and tfii* is a provision of considerable importance —^ 
the head of tilts family is rendered responsible for lire nets committed hy the inmates ot 
lbs harem. Even if no actual complicity on Ms part can he proved, he may be lined it a 
slave is introduced into bis harem, whether as the result of purchase or exchange, by any 
member of his fatuity or by uuy of Ida dependents. 

ILider the (’onvintiou of 1877 offences connected with slavery and the Slave trade 
were tried by crnirt-murtiaf. This procedure was quite justifiable at the time ilie 
Ummmtimi was framed. In \Sl" uu Civil Gourtu, iu wldch confidence could be placed, 
existed iu the country, Such, however, iA tic longer lire cane. Although l have every

slavery offences will, as heretofore, continue to he judged by Courte-marikl, 

fn considering this change* which is one of much importance, special regard must be 
had to the compoEdtion of the now Tribunal, Inasmuch as, since the Convention of 1877 
was signed, a considerable number of English officers have been introduced into the 
Egyptian army, no technical violation of the Convention would have taken place had 
some of those officers been appointed to .tit on the Courts-inertial. Such a proceeding 
wsls, however, not contemplated by the Egyptian Government in 1 877. in conformity, 
therefore, with the spirit rather than the test of the Convention* the Courts-martial 
have so far always been composed exclusively of native officers, 

In transferring to a Civil Tribunal the jurisdiction heretofore exercised by the 
CourLs-nmrLial, it has been though? desirable to insure the presence of an European 
clement in the constitution of the Court. S t has, therefore, been provided that, of the 
live Judges, " two at least shall be Europeans.” As a mutter of feet, the Euro|teati& wifi, 
under the present constitution of the Court of Appeal, he cither of English or Belgian 
nationality. 

Should experience prove that the Court, as constituted under the new Convention* is 
inclined to deal too leniently with offences against the slavery laws, ii will be possible, 
without in any way altering the Convention, to bring in the notice ol lIkj Egyptian 
Government the desirability of increasing the European elm Lien t on the Court. It. is, 
indeed, with the object of providing for this contingency that ihe words ** at least ’’ have 
been introduced into tim Article now under discussion. I do not, however, anticipate 
IhaL any diplomatic reprosentut-ious of this sort will lie necessary. Indeed, l may go 
further and say that, in my opinion, the influence of Ihe European Judges is quite as 
likely to be exercised in the direction of mitigating ns in that of stimulating the severity 
of their native colleagues. 

E turn to ihe consideration of another change which has been effected. 

Under Annex (A) of the Convention of 1877 the Egyptian Government was under 
an obligation ty make provision for the employment and, in certain ca&es, the education 
of frcL.d slaves. The practical difficulties of giving effect U? this provision were very 
great. As a matter of fact, the Convention, m ho far as I his particular point is 
concerned, has always remained inoperative. On the other hand, the objections to 
granting freedom to the slavey who in Egypt are almost all worn on, without making any 
provision tor them to obtain an honest livelihood, are sufficiently obvious. Under these 
Lircutnstaticea, a Home for Freed’Women Hluvos was established in Cairo some twelve 
years ago, the expenses being, in the first instance, met mainly from funds obtained 
through the kindly agency of the Anti-Slavery Society. Since the first establishtuettt of 
the Home, the Egyptian Government lias contributed about 330 !. a-year to its main¬ 
tenance. It has now been arranged that the clauses of Annex (A) to the 1877 Convention, 
to which 1 have alluded above, should be allowed lo lupflfc, On the other hand, the 
Egyptian Government \m entered into a formal engagement to contribute £ 15. 300 
a-year towards the maintenance of the Home, Thin- institution has done excellent, 
feervtee in the way of providing employment as domestic servants for women slaves who 
have obtained, (heir certificates of freedom. In view of the large number of slaves who 
have of recent years been liberated* it is permissible to look faruartl to a time when an 
institution of rhis sort will no longer be required. For the moment, however* the 
abolition of the Home would bo premature, 

Lastly, a change lias been made winch, nil hough 1 do not think it will materially 
ailed the position or daily life of the vast majority of ihe slaves {heniflclvix is of very 
grout importance us u matter of principle. 

The freedom which could he acquired under the Convention of 1877 was limited. 
The slave-woman who had obtained her certificate of manuuiaaiuii was under in» oblign* 
Lion to remain in the harem of her master or oiibtrGBS. She could, carry her labour U* 
whatever market ahe pleased. Hut she still remained wader the civil disabilities imposed 
by (be law of Liam. For inn In lice, stilt- could not contract a legal marriage without I he 
consent, of her former owner. 

One method of remedying this abuse would have been to have pawed a law similar 
to the Indian Act of 18-13, under which all legal recognition to ihe Enstitmiou of shivery 
was denied. Fot many reasons, on which l need not dwell, it would, 1 vonture in lliink, 
have be on undesirable to have attempted any such radical measure ui relorin in 
Egypt. 

Moreover, it is open to question w-bather any legislation of thin nature, to which 
voi v strong opposition would certainly have been offered* would have produced all die

reunite which, at first sight, might be anticipated from it, On the other band* it certainly 
waa a stain on the growing civilization of Egypt that legal recognition should still be 
accorded to the institution of slavery. 

It is with special pleasure that 1 am able to testify that the way out of thin dilemma 
was not Indicated I>t myself, or, indeed, by any other English authority. Acting on a 
suggestion made by Boutros Pasha Ghttli, ibe Egyptian Minister' for Foreign Affairs, the 
following Article wan inserted in the Decree of the 2let January, 1806 :■—

If, therefore, for instance the owner of a slave refused to give a certificate of 
freedom, and thus rendered it impossible for the slave to contract a marriage which would 
be valid according to Mohammedan law, he would render himself liable to the penalties 
prescribed in the Article from which I have quoted above. It is very probable that no 
occasion will arise for putting this Article into operation* for the offence against which it 
Is directed has of lute years been of rare occurrence, and it may well be that the know¬ 
ledge that penalties are now attached to its committal may act as an effectual deterrent, 
without any necessity arising for the institution of criminal proceedings. 

It would, perhaps, be ;m exaggeration to say that the Convention of 1877, as now 
amended, wholly abolishes the legal status of slavery in Egypt, but it may be said with 
truth that it constitutes a very near approach to complete abolition. 

For the last eighteen years slavery has been moribund iu Egypt, Danger of prose- 
cation, insecurity of the right of property its a slave,a growing belief that a large number 
of slaves constitute an onerous burthen, and that slave labour in more expensive than the 
labour of freed men utsi women, and a certain repugnance to the institution of slavery, 
which contact with Europe lias to some extent engendered hi the minds of the educated 
classes in this country* have all contributed to hasten the decay of the institution. It is 
not too much to hope that, if the execution of the now Convention and Decrees he care¬ 
fully watched, slavery will iu a few years have aim end ceased to exist. If this consum¬ 
mation be reached* the reason. well mainly he that the Convention of 1877 was admirably 
adapted to life ends which it had m view. That iiudnimeni, indeed, appears to me lo 
constitute a model for the spirit in which long-standing abuses in. a backward Oriental 
country should be attacked. 

Before leaving this subject, i should mentirm that Lbe prosecutions instituted in tbc 
summer of 1804* and the rumours which have been current as regards the new Conven¬ 
tion* appeal already to have produced a considerable effect. During (be past year 408 
slaves applied for their manumission certificates, as compared with 3UJ in 1804. 

Miijor Chapman* the newly-appointed Head of the Slavery Department, writes 
to me — 

“ Even in Jeddah, the severity of the new laws against slavery in Egypt ate much 
talked about* and the dealers in those parts decline to run the risk for the sake of the 
small profit, they can make.

Levelled surveys were made of the givsu ravines running oast 
am) west from the river, ^ite plans drawn to a convenient scale were prepared of the 
different temples,, and the magnetic hearings of the latter observed iiml recorded, 

In e&nseqneuce of pressure of work the maps in connection with this survey have 
not an yet been printed. 

All the necessary information has, however, been compiled, and the different 
nhuetu wilt be completed and published as aoon as thin- ami fund-, shall allow. 

The Ksrtwk Temple*. 

I am glnd lo record that the preservation of these ruins lifts at last, been taken in 
naud, M. do Morgan, the Director-General of the Antiquities Department, is himself 
superintending the operations, and proposes to devote U E, 1,000 of the money derived 
from the tourist fund to thin work during (hr present winter furrismi. He has decided to 
commence with the great Hall of Columns, which has long been in n (hingeroue state 
owing to the corrosion of the bases of the columns. 

Of Course the completed preservation of these ruins uniat entail n very large expen¬ 
diture, far beyond the amount at M. de Morgan’s disposal; but by devoting a regular 
annual sum to the purpose, and by working steadily upon a defined programme, it is to 
I jo hoped that the danger which has for so long threatened ihese valuable mounmeutB 
niay he averted, Tho money subscribed by the Egyptian Exploration Society for the 
erection of an engine and pump at Karnak with a Acw to draining the ruins Ita- been 
fXpoiuli'd, end the works are completed ns far as the funds have permitted.

can scarcely be expected to interest itself in a matter of this sort. The only possible 
solution would be far the Government to become the purehasor of the properties in 
question. 

The ptmmt?I of the Committee will* as Mr. 'Stanley Lane Poole aay^ certainly have 
to be strougtlicneiL As I have already mentioned, the Egyptian Government is 
prepared to grant 1*009/, n-y^ar with a view to the attainment of tins object. 

It would not, 1 think, answer any useful purpose if I were on the present occasion 
to enter into any general discussion gpon the question of tiro relations which should 
subsist between the Wftkf A.IminisTration and the Committee far the Preservation of 
Arab Monuments. The subject* is beset with considerable difficulties of various kinds. 
W1 i,*.ii |bf financial control, which has recently been instituted over the expenditure of 
the Wftkf Administration, has been in operation for a -:omewbru longer period than at 
present, it is not improbable that a general sett lenient of the question will be facilitated. 

[ may* however, remark that wlmt would appear mainly to be required h lhat the Wtaf 
A dmiiiistmtiou should place at the disposal of the Committee a fixed annual sum for the 
preservation of monuments* The Committee would then be assured of ite financial 
prospect*, and would he able to regulate it* work accordingly, f should add that if any 
bitm L eventually fixed, I trust it will be in excess of the grant- of !,000k made during 
the last few years.. 

Lastly, Mr. Stanley kune Poole draws attention to the desirability of doing 
^einc famg to preserve certain huildiugs* walls, and gates, which are of interest but which 
aro not under the control of the Waltf Admimfitration or of the Committee. 1 trust» 
wit! be found posaiblo to devote a portion of the grant of 50,000k, to which l have 
already alluded., in the man tier suggested by Mr. Stanley Line Pqqlo. 

As regards the great mosque of Ml Zaliir* Lhe indosure of which is now being in^ed 
as the daughter-house atid bakery of the British garrison in Egypt* 1 fully agree with 
Mr. Stanley Lane Poole iliat all tlic she|b and outhouses, which now cumber Urn 
mcloHiirc, should be cleared iiwfty* tFore again the qur^tiun is one ol money. I faar 
t-bul tlie expense will he considerable, 3 am* tiowover. in communication with the 
various authorities concerned on the subject, and 1 hope to be able tn bring sonm 
.saLisfactory proposals forward, 3 should add that the use ol Hie 1C1 Zidiir iuclositrc far 
its present objects due* not date from recent times. I udqed, the ovens which are now 
being employed to bake bread far the British garrison were originally constructod far 
the use of the French army a century ago. 


Tin: Preservation of Coptn Monuments* 

My attention was drawn jl short time ago to n letter addreasud by Mr, Somers Clarke 
to the “ Egyptian Gazette/ 1 in which be spoke of the damage which lias recently been 
inflictec] oti'lbo Homan reniaiusnt the old fortress of Kuwr-ebHhainmah in Old Cairo. I 
at once went to the spot, which i bad not visited far some years. 1 regret to say that 
I found that Mr. Homer* Clarkc’a account was by no means exaggerated, Unquestionably 
much irreparable harm has been done, which is none the h 1 ** to be regretted trom the 
fact of its having been wholly unintentional. Mr. Homers Clarke very accurately 
describes what lift* taken place in the following words : “ The destruction oi the fortress 
is due, uof to mere wanton Kpoliationj but to the extrenn.* liberality ot a membCT of the 
Coptic community, who, acting in all good faith* has spent his money without stmt far 
many years past in renewing ihe duueh of Al dutilkka, and in building new structures 
round about. The thing we have to deplore i* not his liberality* but the wtyit of 
appreciation and understanding with which the work has been done/ 

1 cart only regret that my attention was not drawn to this iidiject af an earlier 
period. A* it D, f was in Lhne to save one oi iho Roman towota* which, I was given to 
tmtloraiandj was threatened with desdruetion- 

The fuel-, which were thup brought to my notice rendered it clear that no time 
should he lost in dealing with the question of tW preservation of Coptic monuments* 
many of which are of the highest interest. 

WliiLt the monuments of uucient Egypt have bueu far many years under the care 
of M. di Morgan and his predecessors, and whilst a competent Committee has exercised 
a control over the reatotation and preservation of Lho masques, the Coptic churches have 
boon left under lho exclusive management of the Coptic hiuranthy* whoso tendency has 
possibly been to look wholly to the necessities of reugfaus worship, to the exclusion of 
Lhu archwulogicut and .irtLtic questions, winch in many coses uru .necessarily involved. 
Mntiifastly* if any reform wits to lie clFected* the first s(i v p wa L i to initiate u system under 
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wMch some ^uarrmtce would be uiTorclcd that for the future tie arafcsealogical interests 
involved would not be neglected. I brought this aspect of the case to the notice of the 
Coptic Pfitrtflrchj explaining fit. the suane time that the interference which it was proposed 
to exercise was purely artistic nod would in no way touch any of the incidents connected 
with the special ceremonial or religious observance^ which are, very naturally. endeared 
to mu! reverenced by the Coptic community. 

His Beat itude was good enough to accord a very friendly reception to my proposals. 
It has therefore now been arranged that the ancient Coptic churches shall he placed 
under the surveillance of the Committee for the Preservation of Arab Monuments),. 
Further, his Beatitude has entered into an engagement that no work of restoration shall 
be undertaken without the consent of two selected members of (be Committee, of whom 
lletK Bey will without doubt, be one. 

Hb Beatitude complained to mo that during the winter season, toni'ists paid money 
to the guardians of the churches in order to he allowed to despoil the many beautiful 
screens and other objects which are mill to be found in considerable abundance. He 
asked me to use my influence to stop these depredations. There eau lie no question of 
the justice of ibe PiUiirtrd/s complaints., but I was rehidnmtly obliged to explain tiiy 
inability to exercise any in Him nee over Hie tourists in this matter. Someth hi l. may, 
however, be done in another direction, if Hie Committee, which will now be charged 
with the supervision of the churches, will register I hem' and make a careful catalogue of 
t Sid it contents, the guardians may lie made responsible that, at the periodical 
iimpcrctioi^, which will, I trust, be made, the various uriidor in (he catalogues are 
forthcoming. 

In dcaH% with the question of the preservation of Arab monuments, f mentioned 
that n sunt of £ E, 20,003 had been granted for purposes, of restoration mid preservation. 
It is proposed to act aside £ E. 2,000 of this sum to he spent on Coptic churches, us 
a supplement to the sums which, it h hoped, will lie provided by the Coptic 
community. 

On the whole, therefore, although 1 regret that, amidst ibc many subjects fulling 
For attention in Egypt, lids mutter lias bees hr too long neglected, at the mm time 
1 think l may say that a. good beginning bias now been made, ami that there is 
even reason to hope and believe that the future will he more satisfactory than ihe 
past

Egypt during the past, year, and which stm-uls in somewhat marked contrast to the 
general uneasiness of immediately Antecedent periods, has enabled the governing 
authorities concerned* whether Egyptian or European, to devote their undivided 
attention to various measures having tor their object the moral and material development 
of the country, The result is that, although no striking measures of rcturni have 
recently been initiated, I run able to submit to your Lordship a report which will, E 
trust, be considered satisfactory as it record of steady and unostentatious progress.

If, then, the latter be increased, all 
the effort® of the irrigation sendee will be unavailing to save the whole crop, 

If mere land is to be brought into cultivation, some means must be found lor 
increasing tbe amount of water in the river during summer, 

Again* a high-water level maintained in the canals tends to increase infiltration, and, 
by sdtnmting the soil, to deteriorate the latter by slow but sure degrees. I ho habits of 
the Egyptian cultivator also assist in aggravating this evil. He takes tw account of the 
amount of water actually necessary to insure the satisfactory maturing of bis crop* 
Whenever be finds the writer available, he deluges his Held* with it. and the soil is not 
only speedily caked by the rays of tbe sun, Imt eventually becomes sour, and loses, ro a 
large extent, its productive powers. 

'the Irrigation Service lias for some time been considering the advisability of 
lowering the water levels in the canals during certain periods of tbe yen i\ There are 
many arguments against enforcing rotation -if canals, when avoidable, during the hottest 
months of summer. At this period the Und is dry, and the crops are parched. The 
power of the sun is such that infiltration cannot gain to any appreciable extent upon 
evaporation. 

On the other hand, there is little doubt that during the months of winter, spring, 
and late autumn, the introduction of n regular system of rotating the canals into fixed 
periods of high and low level, would materially benefit the land in general by reducing 
infiltration, and by Ambling the water channels to act ciltanmtdy as irrigating and 
drainage liuca. 

Tbe intro due Lion of such a system upon an ok tended scale will doubtless ui first 
rni^e an outcry* It is to be hoped that the majority of landowners will in time under- 
stand the object of the measure, and appreciate its benefit. Those who do net must be 
saved from them selves, e ven if against their will.

One iff the most crying wants in Egypt at present is tho completion of the dvaiuago 
system of the country. It in its! be clearly understood that by this is not meant the 
undertaking of drainage works the object of which is to bring fresh land into cultivation, 
As has been before explained, the summer water supply is barely sufficient fur iho needs 
of the present cultivated urea, and the In'igatirui 1 b-partinont has for some ycat's been 
obliged resolutely to set its face against any extension of the drainage system in the 
waste lands to the north, which may bo demanded with a view to the reclamation of such 
tracts. 

It is in another direction that extension of drainage is required; 1 moan in the 
highly-cultivated tracts which possess an assured and abundant supply of water. In 
llicfte latter, the necessity for dm hi age yearlyincreasing, The reason is not far to 
seek. The completion of the Barrage works hi IStjjB, and (lie years of good supply 
which of bite have been the rule, have bad the effect of permanently raising tbe water 
surface hi ihe canals. The effects of this, as aggravated by the habits of the people 
themselves, have been described in the paragraphs in this note which allude to irrigation. 
Unless, Then, inesisme.s are taken for clearing (lie water oil the land, the soil of these 
tracts must, eventually deteriorate in quality. Lowering of (In-water surface will do 
much, hut thin alone will not ruillice, and drains must bo made. Much bus been dune in 
the past, and much is done yearly. Modi, however, remains to do t Aiul, us drainage 
works are extremely costly, money must be found wherewith tu carry them out, 

Tho problem set before The English irrigation engineers on their arrival iu Egypt 
iu lflfl-l was tu m remodel the existing bad system of canals t\< to insure the country 
against a failure of thtr water supply, and render it, us fin uk po&rihle, hide {join I mil «f iln?

No special repairs won- executed in connection with thin work in 18i>5* Owing to 
the high level of the river, the head of water thrown upon tbe structure at no time 
reached the maximum admissible* Of the springs, which for some years past have given 
trouble, three were detected in 1895 j but. us they were working weakly find were throwing 
perfectly dear water, they gave rise to no anxiety. 

The lolls levied on nil persons crossing the Barrage were suppressed in 1SU5, This 
measure is a great relief to the public, who now pass free ; tbe traffic from one bank of 
the river to the other hm, in consequence, much increased. 

The total maintenance charges of the Barrage for 1895 were C R. 17,433.

!. THR absence of n proper classification of tbe patients according to ther habits 
and tendencies. 

In the barem (rr) tbe mingling of tbe violent- and offensive maniacs with the quieter 
patients ; (fr) the absence of a special depart men I set apart, for convalescent cases ; und 
(c) the total absence of any infirmary accommodation was g specially to he condemned. 
No doubt structural deficiencies made the proper separation of the different classes 
of patients a difficult matter, hut to keep dying patients in a room surrounded by 
acute raving patients showed an absence of the moat elementary ideas about medical 
treatment. 

lb Tho general disorder in the whole hospital, especially at meal limes, 1 lie continual 
straggles with patients, usually ending in the use of a -■ cnndscilc,'' the want of 
Regulmions to prevent I hose accident* which are specially liable io occur in asylums. 
The uproar at night In Ihe harem was beyond dcseripitmi. 

3. Tbe absence of proper medical records, tho absL-uvc of medical treatment 
according to modem ideas, by occupation, *cpamti<m, exercise, and hygienic mode 
of 6 Etc, and the free use of blistering* and real mini (chemical and mechanical) in 
its place, 

■ 1 , This free use of mechanical restraint waa in great part necessitated by the 
disorder, and by i!u l want of proper accommodation; vet tbe custom of allowing 
attendants to practically tie down any patients they pleased was a grave error. Tins 
slack supervision of the attendant h could only lend to bad treatment. Several cases 
of severe injury occurred in which l am persuaded the attendants were Ike cause. 

5 . The absence of systematic occupation of alde^bodicd patients, tbe abmis'd custom 
of keeping them sitting on their beds almost the whole day, and the disorderly state 
of the asylum at night which resulted, .showed a wuni. of knowledge of asylum 
management, 

6 . The rCftaU of mcffideul management was partly modified by the extensive use of 
hypnotics, but even with their employment the acute patients remained noisy ami 
sleepless in many eases, and (he practice was only an attempt to. palliate an evil which 
required a far different remedy.

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At this time of year there h considerable traftie lietwccn the Salbieh district and 
Mcoxnkli, it being the date softs on at Sallndk From August to the end of September 
2,146 passengers were transported to the neighbourhood of Salhich by the boats of the 
Fishery Administration alone* of whom ^GO came from Matarieh near Menzaleb, and the 
remain dor from iMcn^aleb and other villages on the Bahr-el-Sagbir. It ia estimated that 
at this season of the year about 5,000 people from the Monxoldh and Bahr-el-Snghir 
districts flock to Satbiidi and iH noigHbourhomh Whether the disease originated in the 
Turigbboiirliood of Hnlbieh and spread to Mcii^dch. or vice rertsd, is of little moment. It 
certainly existed in the country before it wuh either notified to, or detected by. Llie pro- 
vim; ini officials whether of the Sanitary or other Departments. 

AU measures were adopted at El iCewa end the neighbourhood of Snlhieh ax soon 
its the disenao was Notified, if the disease bad been diagnosed ws cholera. Sk'k wore 
isolated* Iioikscs disinfected, and the surrounding villages were inspected without tiny 
eases resembling cholera being found 

On the 12th October suspicious cases wore notified from D&micttu as having occurred 
on the lull. Tho samo European InqiooLor and Bacteriologist at once proceeded to 
Dunrictta. arriving that night. Clinically the disease was recognised as Asiatic cholera* 
and the diagnosis was confirmed lineteriologlctflly: on the rnurning of the 1 1th the 
International Quarantine Board was informed hy telegram mid immediately nominated 
a Commission who confirmed the existence of the disease in llie country. 

Cases were noted in rapid succession from Monsaleh, Alain rich, Alunadieli, lSic., 
until the wliole district of the Balir-et-Savliir from u point midway between Manxmtrab 
oil the Nik and Mat a rich on Luke .Mcnxaleb became infected. 

The JJfchr-ebSaghi], a navigable canal, leaves the Nile nl Alutisoumh, nnd flowing 
nearly ensi linistics its navigable cmufe at Menwileh, where it divides into smaller 
elmniiels, cvcnluatly iailitig into Lake Menzuleh. f fhe canal was undoubtedly inkcteil 
at jMciuialeli, and ihe greatest mortaKfy occuned in the villages below the town.

Every effort, therefore, was directed to check she epidrmie on Lite Babreel- 
Saghir and navif .Mm^ourab. !'krliuia(dy ibc measures adopted were successful mid 
only isolated Imported cases occurred which were satHiicfovth dealt wiLb, On the 
1st November ihe distnxe liail reached the Nile at, Mit-Kholi having been communicated 
from Use Balir-ehSa^lsir via Hugh Eilat. 

As was to be expected an extension took place doivji-sti'cam to the villages between 
Mit-Klioli and Damictta, and the Finn scour dsslriet became extensively hike ted. With

Sanitary meaenres to check the extension of the disease can never be popular 
involving, sis they do, the isolation id the case and nil in contact with it, and the complete 
disinfection of the house, not to mention the interference with the filthy habits of the 
village population to which they have been so Song accustomed, it ere if not far ihe 
persistent passive obstruction shown In eem’eulitsg cases the provincial population deserve 
cmi ride mbit* credit far submitting without opposition of any kind to lho inevitable, once a 
nise is detected. In this respect they compare favourably with more civilised countries. 

The measures relied on to prevent extension «F the disease were briefly us

I. Division of the infected atife into dislrid*, with an Egyptian medical man in 
fin'll, ernislimting a medical post, for daily inspect ion of all villages in the district.

Z. In larger towns or centres special oholcm hute wore erected and a hotspifal 
established. 

I . I HsiofactToii of the house or hut. In the Ealfar the iloor was dug up, the hot 
lime-washed in&idr, and trembly-prepared milk of lime used tor Lho disintedioTi ni the 
ground. Where proper disinfect inn of clothing was impossible it was burnt and compen¬ 
sation paid. 

A. The boat lrailLc wus controlled by boat inspection posts being created at certain 
distances along the .Nile and Ikbr-d-Sughir. Every boat, proceeding up stream received 
;i permit for navigation, and the passengers and crew were medically inspected at each 
post-. 

.j. An attempt was made to edit red the railway traffic, but it tailed. Ambulance 
carnages were, however, attached lo nil passenger trains running in I he infected districts 
far the treat mi'nt of such cases os might occur. 

7. A special Ministerial Arfate was at once published, prescribing the general 
fcnuitun measures to Ik-adopted m infected districta, anil Notices giving general advice 
to the public as In precautions to be taken—boiling of water, disinfection* Sm,—were 
posted in all plihhe places. 

ft. Lastly, nil the above measures would have only ended in failure were it not far 
an immediate increase in the European Inspecting Stall"* to hoc that these were 
carried out. 

At first four, afterwards three, additional temporary Inspectors were added to the 
meagre permanent establbbnicnt of one, hitherto considered sufficient for the Sanitary 
D. purl men i. Any measure of success which bus been attained is entirely due to the 
untiring zeal and devotion displayed by these Medical Officers in carrying out a most 
difficult task. 

Pour Englisl Inspectors and forty-one Egyptian liiquidor* were specially employed 
in the infected districts on dmlcra duly.

July. Rroiinsa end of August, Constantinople the 8th September, and Mcrsoul the 
20th September. U may fairly be assumed that all the south of Asia Minor wait invaded 
by the beginning of September, 

U detbetivo quarantine arrangements permit the entry of the disease into a country, 
it might easily have been imported at Damietta from the infected Asia Minor const, far 
during tin- entire summer there was no medical officer at the quarantine station, and no 
medical inspection of ships ever took place, the duty being performed hy a non-

TIktc is n considerable trade between Damicttn and tin* Asia Minor coast. 

Hut so far as investigation has gone, (he disease was not imported by Bnmietta. 

If not from the Asia Minor const, we must turn to the liedjaa, where cholera 
existed practically the whole of the pilgrimage season. 

It h unfortunate that there should Slave been fl certain con fusion in the pilgrimage 
arrangement h this year, and an apparent indecision on the part of the Quarantine Board 
as to wlic-n Cholera existed, or when it- ceased in the lledjaz, Cholera was notified at 
Cmiiamii on the Srtl April, The pilgrimage was declared infected onthe let June, and 
non-infected on the2nd July, again declared infected the 13tli July► The pilgrimage 
Reason woa officially dosed on the E 1th August, yeL subsequent to tins date pilgrims 
continued to arrive under more oy Ie*s strict quarantine arrangements. fibe arrange- 
merits tor sick pilgrims landing at Sue* are most defective. 

The English medical officer in charge of the Government llonpitab Suck, reports an 
fallows 

■ ( Between iliLf 27th and 29th July six dead bodies of returning pilgrims were 
brought to the hospital. Three of Ihese landed from a ship which hud landed its 
pilgrims throe hours previously, one died on i. he quay, one hi rise railway station, and one 
in the streets. No one knew what they were suffering front previmis to death 

Ouu sif these cases waa considered so suapicuuiK that it wits examined l iacteriologically, 
but with negative results. Further, the same Medical Officer was mfonued that sixty- 
four siek pilgrims were arriving by the “Chibin," which arrived at Suck, the 4th August. 
Special arraugeEnentB were made far the reception of these sick pilgrims, but on the 
arrival of the “ Chfain 11 only one cose was handed over to the Sanitary Inspector, who 
went down to meet the ship. The Medical Officer of the hospital stfttcs, ihe only tiling 
that prevente n pilgrim from cat clung iiie first train i.s, cither thaL ha has no money, or 
is fa nrlichfa moriti?.

1i would appear to me Lmnecta^ny in a brief note of (tie epidemic to enter intu 
further details, VVe have cholera in the Ifadjas, and the exist cnee of condition h iu Egypt 
which most certainly render possible, and even simple, the introduction ci the dfaeuse 
into the country. 3 have no doubt that when fbe ititt report of the present epidemic 
ctnfl.es to lie written, the probability, if not the ecrLainty of the introduction by pilgrims 
will be fully established. 

From (he pre+eiit epidemic, one kssou at least has been loarut, viz., that the 
European Inspecting Stall of the Sanitary Department has been totally insufficient to 
deal successfully will even u limited nutbrnnk. The Egyptian inspectors in the province* 
cannot yet be trusted to run alone ; they arc us a rule apathetic in the perfbrmttnee of 
their duties and completely wanting in initiative. Without constant European control 
m good results can be hoped lor. When the moment of pressure canm it was saUsfaefary 
lo note I hid the Egyptian Govermuentreeognhed ibis, and agreed io the increase of the 
nurmumud staltV hy and EutopCfttt Inspector, m also to tine creation of a Hygienic 
Institute with n European Bacteriologist in charge. But this imiot sufficient, what the 
Sanitary DciNinuumt require is a small dtjcIcub of trained European Inspectors, conversant

I MADE no report lust year because no important change of system bad taken 
place, ami the Statistical Report, of the Eroeureur-G&wStsl sufficed. In the course of 
1S0£5, however large reforms of principle as well m ol extent bare been effected, 
concerning both the Pftrqnct and the Tribunals, 

Experience had shown ilml the relations between the Parquet and police were not 
sufficiently dose and constant 1o insure the repression of crime. M either party realised 
that tlib Law gave the direction of the Police JiulieMre, in other weds, the direction of 
the police in iho investigation of crime, to the Parquet. The Parquet and police are 
now brought together in practice ns well ns in theory, so that they work thoroughly in 
common. In other directions also tlur Procureur-G&igrat lmd not completely realised 
that (he cardinal duty of bis staff lay in the investigation and prosecution ol crime. 
Multifarious functions of an administrative character occupied the time and attention of 
the most capable members, and the Tribunals rightly complained Hint the Department 
of Public Prosecutor did not lay cases before them in a manner to salialy the require¬ 
ments of justice. It was rare to sec a " Chef de Parquet" personally comUa-ting the 
most important eases of crime. The prosecution was often left to a young L " Subatilut, 11 
whilst the Chief devoted himself to administrative work. This h now changed, and 
serious eases both in the capital and in The provinces arc conducted by a leading member 
of the Parquet. 

The main function of the Parquet, <>., to ouduct the prosecution of crime and to 
obtain the punishment of offenders, bad been somewhat forgotten in another way. The 
Parquet gradually came to consider lhcmsdvQs tis much the arbiter of guilt and 
innocence as the Trihunnl. When they thought the case weak they would even plead 
for an acquittal, and appeals by them kghinst comic tiorija were of frequent occurrence. 
In the cour&a of the year this tendency has been checked, and the Parquet nniv bold 
their true position—that of Public Prosecutors of crime. They do not press a weak case 
loo strongly against the accused, Tint they lay such facts as they have against him 
before the Tribunal, and on those facts flic Judges alone exercise their duly of decision 
between innocence and guilt. 

Thu new system was given force of law by a decision of the Council of Ministers. 
'Hie Minis tors of .Justice and of the Interior in communicating the above decision to the 
Parquet and police sent explanatory c insula rs, of which 1 need only give one para¬ 
graph from the circular to the Parquet;—

Another important change aflhctiug the Parquet bus also been made. Hitherto 
they have been confined ; firstly, tn (be direction of the "Police Judidnire ;' secondly, 
to ihe conduct of Ilia case as " ueciihAtour public 11 when brought before the Tribunal for 
trial. In the matter of ddlii* only they had magisterial powers. They decided 
whether there was a sufficient priml fuck 1 case, and could then lake the case direct to 
trial on their own responsibility. In the mure serious otlvncres, their duty was to bring 
the evidence before lb* Juge dTiv-fs lu tioiq who, with the iishIh unite of Parquet and 
police, held a judicial inquiry, and decided w hether the case should be presented fm trial 
or dismissed, owing to want of evideuce. 

Experience showed that in almost all cases the intervention of the Juge dTusmic* 
turn in the course of criminal investigation created great delay, and did not produce 
itiiy useful tchuIL, Accused persons were detained lor months before trial Witmlpon 
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were wearied with repeated interrogation. Thoise who knew the I acta constantly 
refused to speak because of the dduya and attendances required it tney were called an 
witnesses. Yet not in one case oat of twenty was the truth brought out more fully. 

IL had been proposed seven years ago to enable the Parquet to present crimes as well 
as tl&ito direct to the Court. A Commission composed of the persona nfipst competent to 
consider the question, decided that a change would be beneficial, but their deliberations 
were not given force of law. However, the opinion of this body of jurists and a considera¬ 
tion of their discussions encouraged me to revive the proposal. and after long and careful 
consideration, the Government legislated on the question. The Parquet arc now 
empowered to present every case,ureal or small, direct to the Tribunal, lint the change 
safeguarded by clauses which enable the Parquet in any cnee of special difficulty eo ask 
the Tribunal to appoint a Jugc (TInstruction r id hoc t whilst the Tribunal cun also outer a 
(L supplement d'irtfUructiOh u ’ before olu> of their members when it is thought necessary. 

By personal inspection, us well os through the judicial Inspectors, I have ascer¬ 
tained that- the system 1ms worked well in the direction of both celerity and certainty. 
An incidental advantage ban arisen out of the reform because it has set tree a consider¬ 
able number of Jiiges U 1 Instruction who have been utilised either to strengthen the 
Parquet, nr to increase the number of summary Judges. 

torn plaint is sometimes made thn( the Parquet, I hough educated in law, are too 
young and inexperienced to execute this til-w work sntisl'actqrily, It is irue that many 
of them art' young and until recently the distribution of them in the various tribunals woo- 
not made solely with a view of putting the best men to the moM difficult work. Hut the 
charge of youth and inexperience annually loses some of its force, and the greatest cure 
is now exercised to choose men most suitable for their spe#tl task, r l here is a natural 
tendency'on the purl of the members of the Parquet to prefer the large centres and (lie 
capital, hut it is no longer allowed to have any weight in the distribution. 5 bore is also 
a lomkney in Egypt for important members of the community L*' give recommends tionn 
and to exercise patronage without uiiflkiently considering the efficiency of the persons

Il mny bn added dial in Germany the jury system is giving place lo assessotH, ami 
m France juries are falling more mil of Favour every year mi account ol their capricious 
ductal mis. The strong objection raised in some countries to Judges alone deciding 
questions of crime is the danger ol abaft a in political offends, but the .system now 
prevail liny in Egypt lifts ids'! no safeguard against this contingency. 

In considering the progress of justice two questions niusl he asked :— 

1. Are (he civil Trfrtinafc used freely ly Llie people, or do I'laint- go mi'Cttlod r 

2. Has crime diniinlsbed and bit- public smirily inmgtyftd? 

Tim ihr’t question can he answered without doubt in Ihe affirmative, hut the second 
question cannot be answered with the same certainty. In like emdiccitiou ol crime, law 
is only a partial agent. The increased well-being end education of the people afford tlio 
only full remedy. Poverty and ignorance 'till operate against the certainly ol punish¬ 
ment, The people are averse L» the harden of prosecution, and are unwilling tu give 
evidence either I'm- the Slate or for other people. 

There is also a most regret table want of regard for human lifts. Jealousy ui family 
vengeance too frequently lead to murder, nutl lho Fellaheen .still kill cadi oilier in a 
quarrel about a Jural of land or n heap of manure. Irk such questions they are not yet 
satisfied with the impersonal netion of the law, i lately beard n man oil hta trial for 
killing a neigbhmir, who lmd wrongfully fakeri w small hit nf bis land which the law had 
given Inm back. Tilt- President asked him why he Was not satisfied with the action of 
the law, He answered, u The law could not give me my vengeance, and I was obliged 
to lake Llmt for myself. 

However, in certain important directions, there Is decided progress, Gang-robbery^ 
accompanied with murder, bun almost disappeared. It- is. not- tea years ago that it was 
ho rife throughout the country that- special Commissions with Summary powers of life and 
death were appointed and failed to deal effectually with tlui evil, The greater efficiency 
of the police, the belter preparation ofea-cs by the Parquet, and the consequent increase 
«f convictions have gradually suppressed brigandage. Murder-* with proiimdiiuuou have 
fallen 3n number from JM in XStH, to 113 in 18115, Homicide generally Jars fallen 
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from 318 to 241; theft, robbery with violence, and wounding remain much the 
same. * 

The increase of convictions, eonpkd with a higher civic sense on the part ot the 
people will, in time, put public security in Egypt on n level with that of other Countries, 
Even this present, state is not no unsatisfactory. In France, lor instance, 27 per cent, of 
crime was. dismissed for want of evidence, awl the real sent to trial, where the proportion 
of acquittals wtw 24 per cent. The figures in Egypt wore 46 per cent, and 54 per cent, 
respectively, and passing on to the trial there wns 23 per cent, of acquittals (see last 
published Statist!end Returns in France 1890). 

i am glad to be able to report llmt the exceptional jurisdiction of thy frontier 
province created provi Jpnailv on account <d the military character of ilia ml ministration 
of that district continues in work well Serious crime \m almost disappeared. Hie 
only offences that have not diminished in number come under the category of potty 
theft. Tlu- explanation given in me of this fact by the Outdeh-? of Edftm district was 
that the people are very poor, nud stole for the sake of food. There had not been a 
single murder for the whole year. The civil side of justice was equally well done. As 
the Judge, Raduiutn Hey, k leaving the province, I should like to record here my 
opinion of the excellent way he has administered justice during hk term of office* 1 
have no doubt jijs fluceCMbr, Ali Hey Had a r, will carry on the t unlit tons M f tdlkioncy 
which aro now attached to the post nml to the frontier province.

A fairly complete list of the 
ilk nm men is which, on historic nl or artistic grounds, might to he preserved has been 
drawn up by Sub-Committer I, and the first obligation laid upon ihe Oumnissitm is 
lo wnldi over ihe preservation id' m-cry tumumiont in this list, So far as my 
obsemumn waul, its members arc clearly alive to this obligatiim, and have 
endeavoured tn fullil it ns far si>. their limited funds permitted. To enumerate Elm 
long catalogue of repairs, from the stnblbhiug uf the utitirc walls of a mosque to ihe 
km 11 ova I of whitewash nr dirt from a carved inscription or a mosaic, would extend 
these notes to an undue length. The details may be read lu the excellent Annual 
lb purl* of the i ‘ommission, which, if they are scarcely as prompt in thnir oppiiurunec ns 
they might he, leave little lo be desired in point of m-eiimm or completeness. Much 
iflora, luiwrvcr, remain? in he done, and many ciC the repiurft already executed can only 
he ragnrdud as temporary, cheap make-shifts, pending the possibility of more 
thorough works when li m notes permit, The adequate ana enduring preservation of 
the monuments b essentially a question of lummy, The Comm is* ion and its 
Architect know what ought to he done, 1 ju| they cannot do it wilhonl an incremted 
skill’ and a larger budget.

obJit-ralicm of a monument hy a Sudden catast rophe (which might happen any day to 
one of the tniuarcts of Sultan Hasan), not as a ground for refusing Lo avert the ruin. 

A Another and much simpler precaution should he taken in the case of the 
i]urn 1 •■reus- small mosques of Cairn which are more or less roofed in. These have 
generally windows of open tracery, or grille-work, Uud often a Small opening in the 
centra over Mui etuu'L Tim eordral opcniag should In rove red with glass In keep out 
the weather, and Ihe open windows should invariably he furnLshiul with wirc-neHitig 
outside to exclude the birds, which do much mischief m the interiors. All covered-in 
mosques require frequent inspection with tins view., and every cranny which could 
admit rain or birds should ho carefully stopped. 

ft. A mure expensive but absolutely necessary stop is I he compulsory expropriation 
of Ihe shops or booths which cling like limpets to the trades of many of Hie mosques. 
This pmprietms of these sliops nSo the mosque? behiml as dasi-hius, and llumv liicir 
refuse and brcken oiviokory Ihrmigh tilt windows. The appearance of the mosques* 
hidli inside and ouf, h seriuusly imjuured liy these cxcvcsoeircsosAvhioli utimnv the street 
the ** fBflk-eiwNuhhMn), iuqu'dcs trail 1 e, and prevent the facades of the 
mosques being seen in their true proportion and cEVcct. 

In order to avoid the risk of any Historical mrnnmicnt lieing uvcrlurikial, and 
neglected, il wwilil be well if the Commission wave to divide Cairo into n certain 
mimin.T of definite qiiartii's ? and that the scheduled umnumoiiU in each quarter should 
he periodically visited hy the Sub-Comm it Lee of Inspection and tlu. L architect at least 
once a-year. The liumbi-r of monuments \u llte list is so largo, that ir. might he 
impossible to arrange more than one or two inspections of each in every season. Such 
visits should lie recorded, with notes mi the condition of each mrmument, in a special 


hoolc.

raise* the annual Imdsnit of the Commission to UMWOh, rmil then leave it to manage 
its own affairs, as it is fully competent tti do. Were it possible to create a Ministry of 
Pina Arts, which should hudude the YrriiriHilogteal Directorate as well as the Com¬ 
mission, I lie OL^'lL.as well as the Arab Museum, this would probably be the most 
satislhchuy course.

procedure, ho Was to suggest that a strictly confidential exchange of views should take 
place here ; that tko rciulte arrived at should be referred pomt by point direct to the 
Sultan for Hb Majesty's approval; and that the limit Agreement, should he embodied 
in a formal Act,, which should not be published until it should have received the Sultan** 
signature, 

I have informed Cootaki Pasha I hat 1 shall he ready to outer into the proposed 
exchange of views, hub 1 told bis Excellency, who called again yesterday to ask for 
mv opinion, that circumstance* [n Egypt, and the stale of opinion in tin's country, 
had much changed since I lust negotiated with the Ottoman Government on the 
subject in 1887. and that* L did nol think much benefit would ensue from the question 
being reopoued now. I thought M right to point out distinctly Unit IIor Majesty's! 
Government had not initiated the renewal of negotiations, though they were of course 
hound to listen respectfully to any observations* which the Sultan might wish to 
address to them on me subject. 

With regard to the basis of negotiation which Isis Excellency had suggested, and 
which seemed to imply that our chief interest in Egypt consisted in the preservation 
of the through route to India, I said that no proposal* could he ontertainM by Her 
MainlyL Government which did not provide adequate security for the good govern¬ 
ment of the Egyptian people. 

His Excellency promised to note that reservation.

E HAVE the honour tn inform you Hint I hnvc been instructed by the Marquess, 
of Salisbury, Minister of Foreign Affairs, to make the following com muni eat ion to you 
respecting the affairs of Egypt. 

For some time past Her Majesty's Government have been in em.mil tat bn witEa the 
military authorities in Egypt with regard to the threatening movements of the Dervishes, 
winch menaced not only the ft Minn position at Kaswala, blit were directed likewise 
against the Egyptian posts mm id Simkim, Should a aucecRsl'nl attack on Kassalft have 
been effected* or should the Italians ter considerations of a military nature have been 
compelled tn withdraw their forces from that place, it. can well lie understood that an 
outburst of ftmadckm might arise which would augment the inffccncc of the Eshulifti, 
and that .serious trouble might ensue in defending from the attacks of the Dervishes the 
Egyptian frontiers. 

Both in England mid in Egypt the military authentic!; have strongly urged the 
expediency of some miiucrfktc act,ion t icing taken, and Her Majesty's Government, after 
careful eou&tderation, have come In the conclusion that tl would bo most advantageous for 
the jiresent and permanent interests of Egypt that such action should be in i ho form of 
an advance up the Valley of the Nile, ami eIjai it. would be expedient te occupy 
Donguln, 

No doubt cun exist but that sooner or later the operation h one which mm f be under- 
taken, nnd 11er Majesty’s Government have intimated to the Egyptian Government that 
they are ready lo give it their immediate sanction and support. 

The operation is. however, one which will bo of some magnitude, and necessitate mi 
expenditure hi exem-fl of the amount which the Egyptian Government have at their 
absolute disposal. Elm; Mujr4yk Government therefore trust that the Co minimum era of 
tbe t/aissc de hi IN:lie will authorize for Mils object l!u: expenditure of a sum of 5dO,OflGL 
ml nf tin general reserve fund of 2,500,000/, which bus accumulated, and is held 
applicable to extraordinary expenses. 

In making tliia communication lo you I have been desired by Lord Salisbury to 
express the hope that the proposal will receive the concurrence of the Italian Govern¬ 
ment, and that their Agent fit Cairo tnay be so informed. 

As the matter is extremely pressing I should deem it n favour if)oil would give me 
a reply with the least possible delay,

THE French Ambassador has seen me two or three limes since Ins return to 
England, He is naturally very much disquieted at the outburst of violent feeling 
which was produced in Paris by the nfws of our advance towards IXongtda. 1 
(old him I was entirely unable to understand it. T could comprehend (he French 
Government wishing to eject us from Egypt, though, of course, T did not take t heir 
view ; but I was wholly unable to understand (he contention that while wn were in 
Egypt, wo were not io lake the measures we thought nmi&surv In defend Bsrptahd 
ourselves. 

Mis Excellency did not seem disposed to defend the reasonable iie&s of (be feeling 
that had been shown, lie attributed it to the overtures of the Turkish Ambassador 
and the fear which had taken bold of the mind of politicians thul was intended to 
rmke ;m :ir*mgi'Emmt about Egypl with Turkey over France's head, 

Itc was moat anxious about two paints: that wo Khimki rujatke it mulcrsiuoil (hut 
our present movement waa nut designed to make our hold on Egypt stronger, and that 
it did not, in our judgment, alter our political position with respect to that country. 
Also, he wished it to lie stated that we had no presoni. intention of going beyond 
Bongola, hod, that France, if she did assent to the advance or money, would bo in no 
degree pledged tunny demand of si similar kindal ri future time which might be made 
[ assured him that I took the same view us be did on tlu^e two points, and with 
respect to the first, I took means for letting the speakers til the debate of Friday 
night know what (lie view of Her Majesty's Government, was upon the subject. 
Yesterday (Sunday) Ids Excellency showed sue the instructions which had been 
addressed to the French Commissioner oT the Public Debt. They amounted te tills, 
that if the majority of the Gaisac resolved to exercise the powers of n majority, and In 
treat the matter uk one that did nor require unanimity of assent, Ihe French Commit 
sioner was Id appeal to the Mixed Tribunals. He was very anxious that three or four 
days morn* should intervene before the final vote of the Cnisso was taken* :ls He; did not 
think the decision nf his GtJVCmmcnt Wsu detmifcive. 

WElli reaped to tin- general question, he urged, as lie lirul urged before, that somn 
satfftfnetiem should hn given in ihe firebugs of France upon [lie subject of out occupa¬ 
tion in Egypt. I toltl him that our ideal was nn independent Egypt, sufficiently 
practised in the ways of civilised government, aitd sufficiently provided with native 
statesmen of adequate [lower fur the purpose, to be reasonably secure against internal 
disturbance. The security against external interference would Imvo to be obtained in 
the first instance by (lie drsl rite lion of Hie KI ml i phi's power; and in (lie second 
by the general giuiranlei'nf hiirope. Hut 1 did not conceal from him that l thought 
the prospect of Egypt being in » condition when (his ideal could be realized wim still 
nt a eonsidonible distance. Ami ( did not see any mtermodmta step by which the

Franco 
ad mitred, nay, protested loudly, that she would not undertake the government of 
that country, No one at the present day would wish to remit Egypt to the govern¬ 
ment of the Turks, and mi international government conducted by six or so von 
Powers, whoso interests And whose policy would he incessantly conflicting, was a 
worse form of government for the happiness and security of the subject thin any 
other that could he devised, 

l asked Ills Excellency whether he could controvert, these views, or suggest any 
other form which could not bo liable to similar objections, He did not do so. All 
that lie did was to say that though an international government was impossible, a 
freer use of international elements in the conduct of administration by iko English 
Government was not out of the question. 

Ilo had represented to me that the presence of the English troops was one of the 
tdremnsfamees of the present arrangement that was least acceptable to Framv. 

3 put myself .into eommirn lotion with Lard Cromer upon this subject, and 
having received his reply, l pointed out to his Excellency that Egypt required above 
all things an authority to govern her; that that authority must he one and not many; 
lli&t if "depended entirely upon it* possession of the military power; and that in the* 
cose of England, as in the case of any other Power, secure command of n large native 
force; could only bo relied upon with etuilidentm in ihe presence of si sufficient English 
force available for use on critical enrensious. 

With respect to the linger employment of internalbind elements* I expressed the 
desire of the English Government to give all the satisfaction to Franco that was 
possible 1 , W ithout disturbing the elllctcncy and unity of the English coni.rel, But i 
ihought that any discussion on this sutbjeat, which whs not for the moment urgent, 
might he more usefully conducted between Ids ExoalUmcy and Lord Cromer whenever 
ho should eoine back to England, as is Ills custom towards the middle of the summer, 
His Excellency expressed himself very willing to discuss the matter with Lord 
Cromer* 

It is to lx? hoped that the present excitement in France will pass away, and that 
we may revert to Home extent to the attitude we previously owmpiixl. But one 
dbamirogirig civeii ms lance h brought into prominence by the French Ambassador's 
explanations. He dwelt much mi I he aonsideratloa that because we had touio to a 
conclusion not wholly unsatisfactory to Em nee upon the subject of Siam, ther-ibrc 
she might count on our doing *o also in Egypt, Any ormivswkms we rnn\ have mrule 
to her, therefore, in respect to .Siam, have nth been taken as any siuiMhet-ioii of lliti 
debt she nkirticch hut rather as adding to its amount, and as moreaMug the nfcdms -ho 
conceives slits possesses to its hmnediate discharge.

In the spring of 1801 procured l or I he Sunk in 
district a temporary immunity from Dervish raids similar ^Us that which was enjoyed

But this period of inactivity on the part of the Dervishes was not destined to he 
of long duration. 

In the spring of 1803 a party of 'Ikrvishes, estimated at about 100 men, made a 
successful raid on Bt-rb in (lie Oasis uf Khargbh, and penetrated same 230 miles into 
Egyptian territory, ca[during eleven prisma us, and earning nSV a ironside ruble ^uanlity 
of properly. They returned to the camp from which they started without snitiering 
any loss. 

On the 12tii November, 1893. a party of Dervishes; T'm Hrong, under Osman 
Amk, eilt-siu-ked the post at -M unit Wells, half-Way between Korosko :md Aim 1 Lamed, 
but were beaten <jJT with u loss of twenty-nine killed.

No doubt tliis project would have Itcen carried out lml tot the altered em-uin- 
stauccs brought about by the defeat of Urn l>mste liy (lie Italians at Agordal on 
the 21st December, IStehand the subsequent occupation ^ Kassala by the latter oa 
the 17th July, 1894, 

These events had the effect of keeping the Dervishes quiet ter some time, mid
